WORLD JOINS MOURNING NATION IN FINAL SOLEMN TRIBUTE 
YANKS OVERRUN REAR BASES OF NAZIS FACING REDS 


AMERICAN ENTRY 
INTO CAPITAL OF 
REICH IMMINENT 
U.S. STATION SAYS 


9th Army Makes Second 
Crossing of Elbe, 3d 
Enters Bayreuth, First 
Races to Dessau—Dort- 
mund Falls.

PARIS, April 15 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Three tank columns of 
the United States First and 
Third armies drove deep be- 
yond embattled Leipzig in the 
heart of Germany today and 
ripped through rear supply 
and communications bases of 
the German army on the Rus- 
sian front, now 8) miles or 
less to the east. 

The American Broadcasting 
Station in Europe told the 
German people that the entry 


into Berlin was ‘‘imminent’’ 


and asserted a ‘‘state of ten- 
sion’’ existed in the capital, 
now menaced by American 
forces 45 miles away and Rus- 


sian troops 30 miles away. 

Ahead of the American Ninth 
Army, a major force of British 
heavy bombers struck last night 
at Berlin and its western suburb 
of Potsdam, a German garrison 
town. 

As American armored columns 
roared 10 miles or more eastward 
yesterday under a partial news 
blackout in the center of Ger- 
many, one infantry unit was only 
18 miles from Bohemia, the west- 
ern province of Czechoslovakia. 

The First’s Army’s Ninth Ar- 
mored Division and the Third 
Army’s Fourth and Sixth Armored 
Divisions had struck so deep into 
theyenemy’s rear that the Germans 


now must turn for a back-to-back 
death stand or. be cut off from re- 
treat into the southern mountains. 


Bayreuth Entered. 


Already this mountain fortress 
of Bavaria had been penetrated on 
the north by yet another Third 
Army column—the Eleventh Ar- 
mored Division—which roared into 
the Wagnerian city of Bayreuth, 
124 miles north = Munich and 173 
miles from Hitler's retreat at 
Berchtesgaden, 

It also has been broken into by 
the American Seventh Army, 
whose Forty-fifth Infantry Divis-

Proclamation Could 
Hardly Come With- 
out Stalin’s Agree- 
ment.

PARIS, April 14 (AP).—Victory 
on the European front by Allied 
proclamation—whenever it comes 
—probably will not mean an end 
of fighting in Germany or its 
stolen outposts. 

The best information here is 
that if the fighting is not broken 
down to mere guerrilla warfare by 
late fall, it might conceivably 
stretch on through the winter in 
the pass-guarded hideaways of 
Norway and Southern Germany’s 
“National Redoubt,” where snow 
and ice would slow the cleanup. 

In such an event, weeks and 
months after proclaimed victory 
American divisions might still be 
in the line on European soil. 


American boys still might be 
dying in a war whose end already 
had been celebrated, 

There is no reason to suppose 
that the link-up with the Rus- 
sians, splitting Germany in two, 
would be the signal for Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in con- 
junction with Premier-Marshal 
Stalin to proclaim victory. 

After the junction with the 
Russians, large German forces 
still- will be in the field in the 
north or south or both, and it is 
believed here that V-E day will 
be proclaimed only after those 
forces are much more greatly 
broken down and boxed in. 

Already there is no cohesive 
front nor coherent German 
command in the west. The 
junction of the Allies of the 
east and west seems near, but 
V-E day will come, according to 
the best opinion here, somewhere 
between that junction and the 
end of subsequent fighting. 

It is hardly likely that Gen. — 
Eisenhower would proclaim vic- 
tory until the Eastern Front, 
too, has collapsed and a. proc- 
lamation is issued jointly with 
Stalin, | 
About two weeks ago Eisenhow- 
er predicted that the Germans 
would fight on as best they could 
for the last inch of Reich soil; 
that there would be no formal sur- 
render; that victory probably 
would come by proclamation, Sub- 
sequent events have borne out that 
prediction, 

Two fighting fronts now are 
shaping up. One is in the north 
guarding the great German ports 
and perhaps Berlin, 

The other is the “National Re- 
doubt” of mountainous southern 
Germany and northern Austria be- 
tween Lake Constance and Berch- 
tesgaden, whose approaches al- 
ready echo to the clamor of Amer- 
ican and Russian arms, 


Both present the drab prospect 
of long and bitter campaigning. 

In the north, besides the ports— 
always stubbornly defended by the 
Germans—there is flooded western 
Holland, perhaps Denmark and 
Norway. Norway might take 
months to clean out. 

The same is true of the south- 
ern retreat, a natural fortress 
which, if the Nazis could hold out

LONDON, April 15 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Panicky German broad- 
casts said that a massive, sway- 
ing tank battle was raging early 
today within 30 miles of Berlin 
after two mighty Soviet armies 
had opened “preparatory” offen- 
sive operations yesterday for a 
link-up with American troops. 
Massed Russian forces had 
broken through Nazi fortifications 
in preliminary thrusts which, Ber- 
lin said, indicated that the Red 
Army had begun the grand-scale 
offensive to engulf Berlin and end 
the war, 

Late German broadcasts indi- 
cated that the major Soviet blow 
was about to fall along the Neisse 
River, 85 miles from the United 
States Third Army. One Soviet 
battle group was said to be attack- 
ing after violent artillery fire to 
cover up heavier attacks planned 
to sweep south of Berlin and link 
up in the aréa of Dresden, 

Konev Strikes First. 

Berlin said that fighting was 
spreading like wildfire along a 
57-mile front east and southeast 
of Berlin in the initial blows of 
an offensive involving four Soviet 
Armies. 

The Germans said the first 
blows were struck Saturday morn- 
ing along the Neisse River near 
Guben, 50 miles southeast of Ber- 
lin, by troops of Marshal Ivan 8. 
Konev’s First Ukraine Army. 

By afternoon the First White 
Russian Army of Marshal Gregory 
K, Zhukov was attacking from 
bridgeheads on the west bank of 
the Oder River between Kuestrin 
and Frankfurt, due east of the 
capital. 

The first attacks were described 
as “diversonary” and “of regi- 
mental strength,” but subsequently 
the Nazis reported a tank battle 
raging before Berlin in which, 
they said, 47 Russian tanks were 
knocked out “within a few hours.” 

Four Armies in Big Drive. 


There seemed little doubt the 
storm before Berlin was about to 
burst into full fury. The Nazis 
said gloomily: ‘We must stand and 
fight—win or die—as the Russians 
are getting ready to smother us 
like a blizzard across the steppes.” 

Four powerful Soviet armies 
were reported massed along a 
170-mile front from Stettin Bay to 
the Sudeten mountains east of 
Dresden, with the Americans 85 


miles away. 

German broadcasts as well as 
Moscow dispatches indicated that 
Marshal Konstantin Rokossov- 
sky’s Second White Russian Army 
and Marshal Alexander M.

Yanks Capture Franz von Papen, 


Hitler’s “Dirty Work’ Diplomat 


PARIS, April 14 (AP).g— Franz 
von Papen, the gray fox.of Nazi 
diplomacy and a notorious inter- 
national] figure since he was kicked 
out of the United States in 1915, 
was captured in the Ruhr pocket 
by the United States Ninth Army 
April 10, Allied headquarters dis- 
closed tonight. 

The 65-year-old former chancellor 
of the German republic, vice 
chancellor under Hitler and later 
ambassador to Austria and Tur- 
key, was seized at a small hunting 
lodge near Stockhausen, 25 miles 
southeast of Hamm. Also captured 
were his son, Capt. Friederich- 
Franz, and his son-in-law, Baron 
Max von Stockhausen. 

The capture was made by Lt. 
Thomas McKinley of Lexington, 
Ky., and seven soldiers, including 
oo Denver M. Terrill of Bunker, 

Oo. 

Von Papen, known as Hitler’s 
“dirty work” diplomat, famed for 
lighting on his feet in many a 


desperate situation, including the

Nazi blood purge of 1934, in which 
he was marked for destruction, 
exclaimed upon his capture: 


“TI wish this war were over.” 

“So do eleven million other 
guys,” replied Sgt. H. G. Frederick 
of Adamsville, Ala., as he led away 
the man who has been named in 
countless unconfirmed rumors as 
a would-be peace negotiator. 


What will happen to Von Papen 
next has not been disclosed, but 
authoritative word from Britain 
was that he was regarded as “just 
a prisoner,” despite his lack of 
military status, 

Von Papen became widely | 
known in World War I when, as 
German military attache to the 
United States, he was expelled for 
“improper activities in military

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—Marshal Stalin, at the sugges- 
tion of President Truman, is send- 
ing Foreign Secretary Molotov to 
be Russia’s representative at the 
United Nations Conference. This 
was disclosed by the White House 
tonight. 


A statement said that Truman 
directed Ambassador W. Averell 
Harriman at Moscow yesterday to 
tell Marshal Stalin that the pres- 
ence of Molotov “would be wel- 
comed.” 

It would be welcomed, it was 
said, “as an expression of earnest 
co-operation in carrying forward 
plans for formulating the new in- 
ternational organization as laid 
down by President Roosevelt and 
confirmed by the Yalta confer- 
ence.” 

The statement quoted Truman 
as saying he would “look forward 
with pleasure to a visit by Dr. 
Molotov to Washington.” 

“Today the President was ad- 
vised by Marshal Stalin that For- 
eign Secretary Molotov would at- 
tend the San Francisco Confer- 
ence,” the statement said.

AIRLINER WITH 20 ABOARD

Plane on Pittsburgh-Birmingham

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—An airliner carrying 20 persons 
was hours overdue tonight on a 
flight from Pittsburgh, Pa., to 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Pennsylvania-Central Airlines 


said the ship left Pittsburgh at 
4:37 p. m. and was last reported 
at 4:55 just outside Morgantown, 
W. Va. Stormy weather wag re- 
ported in the area. 

Besides 17 passengers, the plane 
carried a pilot, co-pilot and hostess. 
West Virginia state police began 
a search when the liner failed to 
make a scheduled stop at Morgan- 
town. They said it was heard re- 
porting to South Brownsville, Pa., 
at 4:55. 


NAZI RADIO, PRESS BLACKOUT 
ON PARTS OF WESTERN FRONT 


No Reports on Crucial Sectors, 
But Some on Dutch Line 
and Ruhr Pocket. 


LONDON, April 14 (AP).—The 
German radio and press services 


were blacked out on all crucial 
sectors of the western front today, 
and only the Berlin station was on 
the air. 

The Transocean and DNB 
agencies had made no broadcasts 
since 7 p. m., and the Interna- 
tional Information Bureau 
ported only on the Dutch front 
and the Ruhr pocket.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt came home 
to the White House for the last 
time today over a sorrow-laden 
route he traveled in triumph s0 
often before. 

The body of the Commander in 


Chief arrived by train from Warm 
Springs, Ga., at 9:50 a. m. (8:50 St. 
Louis time). A black Army Cais- 
son bore it past a vast, silent mul- 
titude to the East room of the 
Executive Mansion for this after- 
noon’s funeral services. 

Hundreds of thousands, lining 
the way from the Union Station 
to the White House—the route of 
inaugural parades—saw the flag- 
draped casket drawn by six white 
horses, with a seventh for guide, 
wend slowly through the streets. 
Police said the crowd was the big- 
gest in Washington history. 

Many persons wept, unashamed. 

Overhead, big bombers and 
fighter planes roared back and 
forth, symbol of the armed might 
Mr. Roosevelt worked to develop 
to such great magnitude. 

Men and women of the armed 
forces marched in slow, measured 
cadence ahead of the catafalque,

Mrs. Roosevelt Strong in Grief, 
Leads Family to Husband’s Bier

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—Strong even in sorrow, Eleanor 
Roosevelt today led her family to 
pray at the foot of the casket in 
which reposed the body of her hus- 
band. 

Declining to cover her face with 
the heavy widow's veil draped to 
her shouldera, Mrs, Roosevelt re- 
mained clear-eyed, her face 
solemnly composed during 23 min- 
utes of funeral services in the 
East Room of the White House. 

One symbol of her long devotion 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt was the 
only ornament on her head-to-toe 
black garb. It was his wedding 
present to her — a small gold 
brooch shaped as a fleur-de-lis, the 
Roosevelt family crest. 

Mrs. Anna Boettiger, only daugh- 
ter and eldest child of the Roose- 
velts, sat nearest her mother. Her 


black dress, black calot and thin 
black veil were the same costume 
she had worn joyously to witness 
her father’s fourth inauguration. 
Only a few minutes before the 
funeral services Mrs. Boettiger had 
returned from the hospital in 
which her § five-year-old son, 
Johnny, is seriously ill, 

Next to her sat her husband, 
Lt. Col. John Boettiger. On his 
other side was Brig. Gen, Elliott 
Roosevelt, only one of the four 
Roosevelt sons able to return from 
overseas duty in time to attend. 

Beyond him sat his wife and 
the wives of the other sons, Mrs. 
James Roosevelt, Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr. and Mrs, John 
Roosevelt.

From the largest cities and to 
the smallest hamlets, a minute’s 
gilence was observed, when the 
funeral service started. All domes- 
tic communications, including the 
four major radio networks and 
the three major news services, 
ceased operations for a minute, 
and in thousands of communities, 
places of business were closed.

President Truman had pro- 
claimed the day “a day of mourn- 
ing and prayer throughout the 
United States.”

Sorrowing Crowds 


Along Troop-Lined 


Washington Streets See Short Cortege Re- 
trace Morning’s Route to Station. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—Franklin D. Roosevelt was borne 
reverently tonight on his last long 
journey. 

“All that is within me cries out 
to go back to my home on the 
Hudson River,” he wrote last year. 
The letter announced his agree- 
ment “reluctantly but as a good 
soldier” to accept nomination for 
the fourth presidential term which 
was only well under way when he 
died. 

Tonight after funeral services 
at the White House, he got that 
wish. , 

Accompanied by family and 
friends, notables of the United 
States and dignitaries represent- 
ing sorrowing nations, his body 
was taken by train to the Roose- 
velt home at Hyde Park, N. Y. 
for burial tomorrow morning. 


Due at 8:40 a. m. 

The funeral train, preceded by 
another special train loaded with 
mourners, pulled out of the Union 
Station here at 11 p. m. (10 p, m. 
St. Louis time), due at Hyde Park 
at 8:40 a. m, tomorrow. 

The journey, with the casket 
under honor guard in the dim- 
lighted presidential car that car- 
ried Mr. Roosevelt on so many 
triumphal travels, was an exten- 
sion of the sorrowful overnight 
trip from Warm Springs, Ga., 
where the President died Thurs- 
day. 

Tonight as then, honor guards 
of service men were stationed 
along the route, Just as last night, 
mourners high and low gathered 
along the route and at operating 
stops, 

The body was carried out of 
the White House at 9:28 p. m. 
and taken in a motor funeral 
coach to Union Station, 

The flag-draped casket was 
borne out of the mansion by serv- 
ice men through a military, naval 
and Marine honor guard while the 
United States Navy band played 
first “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
and then “Lead Kindly Light.” 
The music came out of the dark- 
ness of the elm-shaded lawn 
while thousands stood in silence 
across Pennsylvania avenue, jam- 
ming Lafayette Park. 

8 Limousines in Cortege. 

The cortege to the railroad sta- 

tion included eight limousines. 


The funeral coach started moving 
behind a motorcycle escort at 9:32 
Pp. m. and at 9:34 passed through 
the northeast gate.

Train Delayed an Hour. 

Tonight’s greatest throng gath- 
ered at the station to watch Mr. 
Roosevelt’s last departure from 
Washington. Hundreds stayed on 
through nearly an hour’s delay 
after the scheduled starting time 
of 10:05 p. m. They were still 
there, quiet and solemn of face, 
as the train’s rear lights faded 
down the track, 

Most of the delay was occa- 
sioned by unexplained difficulty 
in coupling two sections of the 
14-car train together, 

President Truman, accompanied 
by his wife and daughter and un- 
der heavy secret service guard, 
went aboard at 9:30 p. m. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and the family 
boarded at 9:45, just a few min- 
utes ahead of the casket. 

As the funeral coach pulled up 
beside the car a band in the back- 
ground began playing the “Star- 
Spangled Banner.” As the last 
notes faded the casket was car- 
ried into the train. The band 
played “Rock of Ages” while it 
was being settled on its platform 
in the last coach. 

Flag-draped and with the only

While Britons waited until to- 
morrow to pay their respects, men 
and women of the United States 
armed forces filed silently into 
churches in London and at in- 
terior bases and shore stations.

Last Talk With President. 

The former Governor said he 
talked to Roosevelt by telephone 
just before the President left for 
Warm Springs, where he died 
Thursday, and that he seemed to 
“be quite himself.” 

“I remarked that, if he was as 
well as he sounded, he must be 
in good shape,” Cox recalled. “He 
said the most bedeviling thing was 
sinus trouble which persisted in 
the Washington climate. Nowhere 
else was he ever conscious of it.” 

Looking back through the years 
to their campaign, Cox said Roose- 
velt “accepted, in good _ spirit, 
every decision that was’ made as 
to campaign policy.” And, after 
the ballots were counted, “he was 
a good loser and never, to me at 
least, gave evidence of a disturb- 
ing disappointment over the re- 
sults of the election.” 

Describing the late President as 
a man of physical and moral cou- 
rage, Cox said Roosevelt had 
“great common sense” and realized 
that virulent attacks upon him 
were “perfectly natural.” 


Sure of Common People. 

“I remember his once saying 
to me that he was sure the com- 
mon people of the country loved 
him,” the Cox editorial continued. 
“Those were his precise words, 
and he further @bserved that that 
was ample compensation for all 
the unpleasant things that had 
come.” 

Declaring that no President ever 
knew as much about the ramifi- 
cations of government, Cox said: 
“His administration might have 
functioned better and he might 
have lived longer if more matters 
of detail and even minor policy 
had cleared through the cabinet 
members. 

“The conferences he held... 
and the delegations which were 
permitted to come to see him 
would have been enough to over- 
power a normally healthy person,” 
Cox added. 

“T told him about this one day 
and said he ought to put his cab- 
inet to work. He merely laughed 
and said there was something in 
the Roosevelt blood which kept 
him moving all the time.” 

After the war came, Cox com- 
mented that “every § industrial 
leader and every military com- 
mander ... was kept on the alert 
by his untiring vigilance. 

“So close was he to those on 
the war fronts,” Cox asserted, 
“that everyone from the privates 
up looked upon him as their leader 
with deep affection and confi- 
dence.” ;

The memories span back .more 
than three decades for me, back 
to the time in 1914 when he was 
just Frank Roosevelt of upstate 
New York, come to sit in the as- 
sistant secretary’s chair at the 
Navy Department in the gray old 
State-War-Navy Building in 
Washington. - 

It was a seat filled before that, 
on the eve of another war, by an- 
other great Roosevelt, Theodore. 
It happened I had known former 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
quite well. I had traveled with 


him for the Associated Press from 
coast to coast in 1911 when he 
went out to dedicate the Roose- 
velt Dam in Arizona and deliver 
the Earle lecture at the Univer- 
sity of California, my home State. 

Il was the only news man trav- 
eling with him and was absorbed 
into His small personal party — 
usually just his secretary and my- 
self. 


Life With Teddy the Great. 


It was an odd experience for a 
virtual newspaper cub. I lived 
in the private car with the great 
man, até all my meals with him, 
helped him buy black slouch hats 
to replace those he was forever 
pulling out of shape. I talked 
with him by the hour at times 
when he was supposed to be 
“resting” in-his stateroom to es- 
cape the curiosity of friends who 
boarded the train along the way 
as to his political intentions. 

That absorption in newspaper 
folk who are rated trustworthy 
Segms to be a Roosevelt family 
trait. It was even stronger’ in 
Franklin Roosevelt than in Theo- 
dore. Many a news hound, old 
and young, of my acquaintance 
can testify to that. 


When I came up from stirring 
days with the fleet, troops and 
Marines at Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 
August, 1914, my first Washing- 
ton AP assignment was to take 
over the Army-Navy Run in 
Washington. It happens that it 
was from Bill Hassett, one of 
Franklin Roosevelt's two surviv- 
ing presidential secretaries, then 
an AP man too, that I took over. 
The other surviving secretary, 
Steve Early, almost immediately 
became what he still is, my clos- 
est and dearest friend. We 
worked the State-War-Navy build- 
ing together as a team for the

Truman Pulled ‘a 


Fast One’ to Pass 


Eye Test, Says Old Army Comrade 


He Had Sergeant Whisper Letters—Friends 
at Independence Recall Anecdotes of 
New President and Wife. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., April 
14 (AP).—President Harry §S. Tru- 
man, who was demobilized as a 
major after World War I, had to 
“pull sort of a fast one” to get 
into uniform, it was recalled to- 
day by Edgar G. Hinde, Independ- 
ence postmaster, who served with 
Truman in the last war, Truman 
was a member of the Missouri 
National Guard, which was taken 
into the army. 


“Harry had weak eyes and his 
vision was blurred without his 
glasses,” Hinde said. ‘‘He wanted 
very much to get in the Army 
but knew he couldn’t pass the 
physical examination on account 
of his eyes—so he just persuaded 
the. examining sergeant to whis- 
per the letters to him so he could 
read the chart perfectly, He 
passed with 20-20 vision. 


“Later, after he was already in 
and serving, they gave him 
another examination and found 
out about his eyes. He talked 
them into letting him sign a 
waiver—and he turned out to be 


one of the best officers this coun- | 8% 


try had.” 


Truman’s popularity as a _ sol- 
dier is well known. “He was my 
idea of a good officer,” Hinde 
said. “When we were under fire 
over there he was as calm and 
collected as could be.” 


It was a day of reminiscing for 


fold acquaintances of the Truman 
family here. Representatives of 
national press gnd broadcasting 
services swarmed the small town 
in search of stories regarding the 
new chief executive. 

A reporter from the London 
Mirror telephoned Miss Ethel No- 
land, cousin of the President, to 
inquire of the President's attitude 
and feeling toward the British. 

Miss Noland assured the report- 
er that Pregident Truman had a 
very warm feeling toward the 
British people. She explained that 
he had visited England when 
overseas in 1917-18. 

Henry P. Chiles of the county 
clerk's staff at -Independence, re- 
called that he and the President 
were in the same class at school. 
“He was always at the head of 
the class and active in the literary 
societies and such,” Chiles said. 
“He didn’t tear around and ride 
fast horses like the rest of us.” 

Chiles also knew Mrs. Truman 
as agirl. “She was a great girl,” 
he chuckled, “she was the first 
irl I ever knew who could 
whistle through her teeth. She 
could bat a ball as far as any 
boy in the neighborhood, 

“I don’t want you to get the 
wrong idea about Bess,” Chiles 
added, “for as she grew up she 
became very dignified—but she 
was quite a tomboy as a young- 
ster.’

Felt Roosevelt Magnetism. 


Naturally when I first met 
Franklin Roosevelt at the Navy 
Department I tended to compare 
him in manner and in perform- 
ance with his illustrious predeces- 
sor and distant kinsman, I can 
recallsnow the charm of his smile 
as I was introduced by Louie 
Howe, his secretary. I still can 
feel the magnetism of his person- 
ality taking hold of me. It was 
an irresistible force to most men, 
regardless of personal or political 
differences, 


Nevertheless, I wondered how 
this upstate New York bluestock- 
ing of aristocratic Dutch ancestry 
came to be mixed up with Demo- 
cratic party politics. I wondered, 
too, how this rumored playboy of 
politics would match up against 
the dynamic personality, the 
punch and vigor in word and ac- 
tion of the Roosevelt who had 
preceded him in that “Little Cab- 
inet” post. 


It is laughable to recall those 
immature reflections now in the 
light of what the following three 
decades were to disclose. I mean 
young Frank Roosevelt’s capac- 
ities as statesman, politician or as 
“a sailor ashore” eager to pro- 
mote the welfare of the Navy and 
its power and efficiency. It is 
said that his dearest boyhood 
ambition was to be a sea-going 
Sailor, a naval officer, [I think 
that was true. 


It is not my function to appraise 


Franklin Roosevelt’s place in his- 
tory or politics, domestic or for- 
eign. My task is only to tell of 
him as I came to know him more 
intimately and personally than I 
have known any other public man, 


as I saw him year in and year out 
from the priceless vantage point 
of a place as a friend and onlook- 
er in the inner circle of his clos- 
est and most trusted companions. 


Early Was About to Leave. 


These companions were to go 
with him to the White House, and 
two of them, Loule Howe and 
Marvin MacIntyre, were to die in 
harness as presidential secretaries. 
Steve Early alone survived “The 
Boss” as he was known to this 
group. Even Early was on the 
eve of stepping out for other work 
when the end came in Georgia. 


I suppose—in fact I know—lI 
might have had a place in that 
Roosevelt White House inner cir- 
cle team had I wished it. What 
Franklin Roosevelt had to give 
was any friend’s for the asking, 
it often seemed. But I preferred 
life on the Washington news front 
as an AP man and have never 
regretted that choice, It is from 
that angle, and from personal con- 
tacts with Franklin Roosevelt that 
I will draw as best I can, “Frank- 
lin Roosevelt as I Knew Him,” in 
succeeding articles of this series. 

I only hope they will bring the 
man himself—not the Governor, 
the President, the commander in 
chief, or the world leader—more 
clearly before the eyes of readers 
as he stands today before mine 
and will always stand.

MESSAGE BY FDR. 
10 PAN AMERICAN 
UNION GIVEN OUI 


Read by Stettinius Along 
With One From Tru- 
man Subscribing’ to 
Peace Sentiment. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt prepared 
before his death a message stat- 
ing that “the maintenance of last- 
ing peace in the Americas is 
bound up with the maintenance 
of lasting peace throughout the 
world.” 

President Harry S. Truman to- 
day sent it to the meeting of the 
governing board of the Pan 
American Union which met in 
honor of Pan-American day. 

He accompanied it with a mes- 
sage of his own. Secretary of 
State Stettinius read both mes- 
sages to the Union, 

‘A World of Neighbors.’ 

The Roosevelt message: 

“Once more the American re- 
publics have demonstrated both 
their unity of purpose and their 
capacity for effective co-opera- 
tion to maintain the security of 
this hemisphere against aggres- 
sion and to advance the welfare 
of the American peoples. 

“The agreements reached at the 
Inter-American Conference in 
Mexico City and the solid support 
given to these agreements by all 
21 of the American republics have 
a significance, however, that ex- 
tends far beyond this hemisphere, 

“They provide renewed assur- 


ance that the American nations 
,intend to live not only as good 
‘neighbors among themselves but 
‘as good ne.ghbors in a world of 
neighbors. 

“The governments and peoples 
of the Western hemisphere share 
the understanding that mainte- 
nance of lastinge peace in the 
Americas is bound up with main- 
tenance of lasting peace through- 
out the world. 

“To the long and difficult tasks 
of organizing the world for such a 
peace they will bring a commu- 
nity of principle and a rich store 
of common experience which will 
contribute greatly toward the ac- 
complishment of this wider pur- 
pose.” 


Indorsement By Truman. 

Truman’s message said that “to 
the purposes and beliefs which he 
(President Roosevelt) stated in 
this message and to the good 
neighbor policy of which he was 
the author, I wholeheartedly sub- 
scribe.” 

“I am certain,” said the new 
President, “that the bond of a 
cherished memory will give new 
strength to the friendship of the 
Americas.” 

Stettinius said that the good 
neighbor “policy and program to 
which President Roosevelt gave to 
much live on, They are now part 
of America.” 

The Union adopted a resolution 
of tribute to the late President, 
calling him “a citizen not only of 
the United States but of all the 


Americas.”

pital to attend the Roosevelt fu- 
neral, 

After he had lunched with Tru- 
man reporters asked him whether 
he had offered his services to the 
new President.. He replied: 

“Naturally like every other citi- 
zen, I would want to do every- 
thing I could to help him make 
his administration a success. 

“But there should be no impli- 
cation in that genera] statement 
that should apply to me person- 
ally.” 

For years, Hopkins was the 
right-hand man of Mr. Roosevelt, 
flying all over the world on secret 
missions, helping the President 
with advice and information, and 
even living at the White House 
for a year and a half. 

He has no such ties to Presi-

delivered the eulogy, in which he 
said, “Our President became the 
clear instrument of the nation’s 
destiny, as much as Washington, 
‘ or Lincoln, or Wilson had been in 
other times.” 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt was a 
brave and compassionate man,” 
Lashly said. “It seems a long time 
since his first inauguration as 
President in 1933. So much of 
history has been made. Our form 
of Government was being chal- 
lenged by new needs of the people 
which had sprung from the great- 
est of all depressions. But the 
defects of the tools add but to the 
giory of the workman. It was 
then that President Roosevelt 
said, “This generation of Ameri- 
cans has a rendezvous with des- 
tiny.’ 

“Through his consistent faith in 
the spiritual meaning of democ- 
racy, there has grown up a faith 
in him more universal, I think, 
than in any other man in public 
life. An English author recently 
has written: “The Vatican trusts 
Roosevelt. Jewry trusts Roosevelt. 
Tormented France trusts Roose- 
velt. Greece, glorious in her 
chains, trusts Roosevelt. Dogged 
Holland trusts Roosevelt. China, 
risen from a sleep of centuries, 
trusts Roosevelt. Latin America, 
so long a _ suspicious neighbor, 
trusts Roosevelt. Even the poor 
poisoned heart of Italy beats 
feebly for Roosevelt!’ 

“His life was dominated by a 
deep-seated sense of justice,” 
lashly said, “and his conception 
of a new deal for oppressed peo- 
ple was worldwide.

Instruments of dark ages cru- 
dity still are ranged in rows on 
open shelves, Never have I seen 
anything that screamed of murder 
like this operating room. 

“There was nothing we could 
do,” said the “leader,” kindly 51- 
year-old Constantine Makowski, a 
former. department manager of 
the Polish patent office who was 
forced into slavery after the de- 
feat of the Polish insurrection in 
Warsaw. 

“When the women arrived here 
they had already been forced to 
sign papers. Everything was in 
order. Each woman had signed a 
paper that the child within her 
was to be killed.” 

The object.of the Nazi State 
was, of course, to “support” only 
those slaves who could work, The 
killing of unborn infants meant 
the elimination of “unproducing 
mouths.” It also meant that wom- 
en “relieved” of their pregnacy 
could be returned to work more 
quickly. 

That the State was sometimes 
cheated when a woman slave died 
was not too serious a mattér, The 
Hauptmanngs of the various slave 
camps had long had their experi- 
ences with mothers of new-born 
babies. It was better that a slave 
woman die than divide her time 
between work in a German fac- 
tory’ and taking care of her baby. 

Food allotted to these slave 
camps was precious. On the out- 
put of each factory was based the 
food allotment for its number of 
slaves. Thus, when through her 
own admission or through intelli- 
gence by the camp doctor's agents, 
a woman was found pregnant she 
was forced to sign a paper. Some- 
times this was accomplished 
through force, sometimes 
through threats against’ the 
woman’s husband if he happened 
to be a slave in the same camp, 
but always the Nazis were secure 
in their great faith in having “all 
papers in order.’ . ~ 
Eventually, since. they were 
brought from many slave camps 
in this section of Germany, these 
women found themselves in this 
hideous retreat high in the 
Neideraula Staatsforst. If their 
pregnancy had gone more than 
three months, the doctor, who per- 
haps had been driven slightly in- 
sane by this murderous task im- 
posed on him by the Nazis, per- 
formed an abortion. For the 
women who managed to conceal 
their pregnancy and were found 
out only when their abdomens be- 
gan to betray the life within them 
there was small hope. Forced to 
undergo an “induced birth” oper- 
ation, 60 per cent of them died 
there on that oil cloth table. One 
of the women described to me the 
process of the “induced birth” 
operation, It is a process too bar- 
baric for print. 

60 Pct. Died on Table. 

But there is one detail of this 
fiendish procedure that must be 
told. The operation required that 
these slave women in their sixth, 
seventh and eighth month of preg- 
nancy spend 24 pain racked hours 
on this homema torture table. 
Sixty per cent diéd there; 40 per 
cent were returned to work as 
soon as they were able to walk. 
Post “abortion” care in this hor- 
rible hospital was a matte? of self 
preservation. 
Today I visited two wards where 
women on whom these outrages 
had been performed lay listless, 
too ill to care that at last they 
were free from their life of slav- 
ery. The odor of infection lay 
heavily in these little rooms. The 
pall of death was almost percepti- 
ble and across a fire break in the 
pine forest a little way down the 
hill from the camp could be seen 
the cemetery. In this little grave- 
yard, probably the most unpreten- 
tious in all of Europe, the prema- 
ture babies of these mothers had 
been tossed into unmarked graves. 
“In another part of the camp 
there are workers who suffer 
from chronic ailments,” the Polish 
leader explained. “When an adult 
dies, he is buried and his grave 
is marked with a number. The 
babies were saved up and put into 
whatever grave happened to be 
open at the time.”

It was 
hoped the break could be repaired | 
in the early hours today, but it 
Was pointed out that even after 
the pipe line was put back in 
service approximately two hours 
would be required to get pressure 
to St. Louis. i 

The fuel line brings 125 million 
cubic feet of gas a day into the 
district from Monroe, La. Laclede 
distributes it to 70 industrial plants 
in the city, and mixes it with | 
manufactured gas for home use. 
Some large plants are served di- 
rectly by Mississippi. 

The St. Louis Ordnance Plant, 
manufacturing small arms ammu- 
nition, closed down early yester- 
day morning and sent employes 
home. The plant employs about 
11,000 production workers on three 
shifts. \ 

M. L. Block, employment man- 
ager of United States Cartridge 
Co., operators of the plant, said 
production could not be resumed 
on the 4 p. m. shift yesterday, but 
that it was planned to operate 
fully beginning with the midnight 
shift tonight.

workers were given instructions 
not to report until 2 p. m. tomor- 
row. The company manufactures 
medicine and plasma bottles for 
the armed forces.

(AP).—Batan and Rapurapu islets, 
just off the captured port of Le- 
gaspi on southeastern Luzon, were 
seized by American troops Friday 
while Yanks to the north closed a 
pincers on strongly-defended Ba- 
guio, Gen. Douglas MacArthur re- 
ported today. 

Japanese garrisons on the two 
islets were quickly eliminated as 


the doughboys moved to secure 
the shipping lanes into Legaspi. 


Thirty-third Division troops cap- 
tured Bilbil mountain and high 
ground around Monglo, eight miles 
northwest of Baguio, to menace 
the Philippine summer capital 
from the north as well as the 
west and south. 

Fifth Air Force and Marine 
bombers and fighters blasted the 
way for the ground forces with 
540 tons of explosives. 

Baguio, bitterly defended, has 
been a prime ground target since 
the Yanks first invaded Luzon on 
Jan. 9. A Japanese military head- 
quarters is believed located there.

Sea area wrecked six small freight- 
ers, and raked rail installation in 
Indo-China.

ments were defeated by safe margins. One, 
proposed by Senator Danaher (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, provided that all trade agreements 
should be “‘subject to termination six months 
after cessation of hostilities in the present 
war.”

These and similar impairing amendments 
are likely to be offered this year despite the 
fact that there has been relatively little 
criticism of the law as it now operates with 
28 countries. If any amendment is adopted, 
it will be notice to other nations that Con- 
gress will go slow or block more compre- 
hensive plans for an expanding world trade. 

Renewal of the present law, however, will 
be merely a congressional token of future 
action. Secretary of State Stettinius an- 
that “‘within the year’’ 
there would be called an international con- 
ference on commercial policy to map out 
details of international economic co-opera- 
tion, for increasing the foreign trade of all 
the United Nations, presumably under the 
Economic and Social Council of the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks international organization. 


Both Parties Promise 
Reduction of Tariff. 


Expanded world trade has been pledged 
by the Atlantic Charter, the United Nations 
Declaration of 1942 and the Lend-Lease laws 
and is back of proposals for the Bretton 
Woods International Bank and Monetary 
Fund, for increasing the lending power of 
Export-Import Bank and for repeal of the 
Johnson Act. Tariff reductions, the heart 
of such trade, were promised by the Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms of 1944 but 
the Republicans hedged with a statement 
that “we will always bear in mind that the 
domestic market is America’s greatest mar- 
ket and that tariffs which protect it agaMmst 
foreign competition should be modified only 
by reciprocal trade agreements approved by. 
Congress.”’ 

This is the traditional Republican high 
tariff argument and it finds supporters not 
only among Republicans generally but from 
some Democrats. It has been effectively 
answered in a recent pamphlet issued by the 
Public Affairs Committee, a non-partisan Or- | 


ganization, titled, “‘What 
Means to You.” Its author, Maxwell S. 
Stewart, a distinguished economist, under- 
takes to prove that increased foreign trade 
after the war would mean ‘‘more high-paid 
jobs for American workers, more profits for 
American industry, and an increase in gen- 
eral living standards.” 

Answering the argument that the Ameri- 
can tariff—which is among the highest in 
the world—‘‘protects the American standard 
of living,” Stewart asserts that a compari- 
son of dollars and cents wages may be mis- 
leading. 


Foreign Trade 


Cost of Production 
Determines Profits. 


“It is not the hourly wage of labor that 
determines whether an article can be pro- 
duced and sold profitably. It is the cost of 
production per unit. What counts is not the 
wage rate but the cost of each pair of shoes, 
each automobile, or each bale of cotton. 

*“‘Labor may be cheap in China or India, 
but the cest of production of many articles 
lack of 
machinery, inferior methods of industrial or- 
ganization or poor means of transportation. 
There are very few things that a Chinese 
manufacturer can turn Out as cheaply as an 
American manufacturer.” 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau put

Louis Chamber of Commerce in February. 
He was speaking about the Bretton Woods 
proposal but his remarks were pertinent to 
reduction of trade barriers. 

“The well-being of American farmers, 
American labor and American business,” he 
told the St. Louisans, ‘“‘depends in large 
measure on a high level of international 
trade. The world demand for American ex- 
ports can easily absorb the output of three 
million workers in industry and a million 
people on the farms. The indirect effects 
would be enormously greater. Flourishing 
world trade can mean an export demand for 
half of our cotton, one-third of our tobacco 
and nearly a fifth of our production of 
wheat, rice, lard and similar crops. In the 
high wage industries in which America spe- 
cializes, full employment is possible only if 
more than 10 per cent of our production is 
sold abroad. The sale of these industrial 
exports makes the real difference between 
business profits and business losses.’ 


Nation in Unique 
Industrial Position. 


Most economists, business men and gov- 
ernment officials agree that our foreign trade 
will expand more rapidly and more solidly if 
other countries are prosperous. This coun- 
try is in an almost unique industrial posi- 
tion. With the exception of the Latin Amer- 
ican nations we are the only major country 
whose industrial and agricultural capacities 
have not been damaged by the war. We 
are also unquestionably the greatest credi- 
tor nation in the world. 

To become prosperous again the other na- 
tions will require American credits, and if 
those credits are to be paid the payments 
can be only in goods, dollars or in gold. Our 
experience in the twenties and early thirties 
demonstrated that it is catastrophic to lend 
and lend and at the same time to raise our 
tariff barriers higher and higher,

Estimates of Dead. 


More conservative appraisals run 
between 5 and 8 million. In neu- 
tral countries like Sweden and 
Switzerland a figure of 7 to 9 
million Germans killed during 
five years of war has been fre- 
quently brought forth. Recently 
a Swiss publication, “Die Nation,” 
in compiling all available evi- 
dence arrived at the conclusion 
that up to the fall of 1944 the 
Nazis had lost 8,500,000 dead, 
more than four times as many 
as during the first world war, 
This estimate includes Austrians, 
Italians, Hungarians,. Romanians, 
Spaniards and “volunteers”: from 
subjugated countries serving in 
Hitler’s armies, 


It has been reported that among 
the German prisoners taken on 
different fronts, 15 to 30 per cent 
hail from an area outside the 
Altreich. Taking this proportien 
as a basis, a figure of two million 
may be allowed to be deducted 
from the total war loss estimated 
by the Swiss newspaper. There- 
fore the “master race” appears to 
have paid with around 6,500,000 
dead for the first five years of 
war. 

The determination of the Nazis 
to continue the fight even in a 
hopeless military situation and to 
wage guerrilla warfare after or- 
ganized resistance of the Wehr- 
macht has ceased, will probably 
increase the death toll by another 
1,500,000. Germans killing each 
other during the inevitable social 
chaos following the final collapse 
of the Nazis, plus the soldiers 
dying of their wounds shortly 
after the end of the war, may add 
another one million losses, 

The Germans. who gave to the 
Junkers of the Kaiserreich the 
lives of almost two million of their 
sons, will have to pay a five times 
greater price to the man from 
Braunau and his Junkers. 


When Allies Take Over. 


When the Allies take over the 
control of Germany the population 
living within the Reich borders of 
1937 will be further reduced by 
the absence of at léast five mil- 
lion men of this area taken pris- 
oner by the victorious armies of 
the United Nations. Hence the 
Allied Military Government will . 
find a German population cut by a 
total of 14 million, leaving barely 
60 million to be dealt with.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch is to be commended 
for its recent editorials on the minimum 
wage law for Missouri, Especially have 
you touched a vital comparison on the 
reasons how it can be done, when you 
map out the course set by one of the 
fair Jaundries of St. Louis which has 
risen above the methods heretofore pur- 
sued by the majority of the Laundry 
Owners’ Association. 

Blindly and willfully, prices and wages 
were kept down at such a low ebb by 
that association that when the freezing 
of prices took place, this industry, due 
to its own shortsightedness, found itself 
facing demoralization for want of labor. 
No one wanted to work at the disgrace- 
fully low wages offered by the major 
portion of this industry. However, even 
the relief from this situation afforded 
by.the OPA has not been passed on in 
full by the laundry owners to their 
workers. 

And sad to relate, the demoralization 
caused by the inability to secure labor 
at below a decent Jevel has reached out 
and is affecting the sanitation of all 
our eating places, due to their inability 
to secure clean lfnen. It has resulted 
in a slow-down of other essential war 
industries. Working women uffable to 
secure laundry service had to remain 
et home to do their family washing, 
thereby contributing to absenteeism. It 
would be hard to compute the full im- 
pact of the break-down in this impor- 
tant industry because it failed to recog- 
nize that its labor, hard as it is, was 
worthy of its hire: MARY E. RYDER.

It is said that when a man enters the White 
House as President, he almost automatically 
grows in stature. 
be true of President Truman. 

His elevation to the highest office in the land 
comes at an electric moment in the history of 
this country and of the world. 

Everything the new President does will be 
subjected to the most careful scrutiny and, un- 
til he wins his own spurs, his actions will in- 
evitably be compared to those of his great prede- 
cessor. 

Mr. Truman, however, has qualities which, we 
believe, will carry him through the great ordeal 
that national leadership involves. He is able 
and hard-working. 

When he first went to the Senate, little was 
expected of him. Quietly and modestly, he went 
about his tasks as a faithful follower of the 
President’s policies. He first made his mark 
when he conducted an investigation of railroad 
financing. 

But he was not really known until, just as 

quietly and modestly, he embarked on his career 
as chairman of the famous committee to investi- 
gate war contracts and expenditures. 
: That committee was a model of its kind. It 
has been credited with saving the country bil- 
lions of dollars, It set a tone and a standard 
for contractual relations with the Government. 
The hearings conducted by the Truman commit- 
tee, in contrast, for example, with the Motorious 
Dies Committee, have been models of fairness 
and good taste. As chairman, Mr, Truman never 
sought the headlines, but always shared the 
credit with his fellow-members. 

Mr. Truman was liked by his fellow-Senators. 
In the short time since he has been Vice Presi- 
dent, he has welcomed them into his office, aft- 
er the manner of his popylar predecessor, Mr. 
Garner. He will draw dividends of great price 
from this association when he has to deal with 


«the Senate on the great question of a world se- 


curity organization, as well as on other important 
questions. 

The weakness Mr. Truman has displayed in 
public life is his concern with politics and polit- 
ical maneuvering. He went to the Senate orig- 
inally by favor of the late Boss Pendergast of 
Kansas City. To Pendergast thereafter he gave 
his loyalty. By far the worst mark in Mr. Tru- 
man’s career in Washington was his opposition 
to the reappointment of United States Attorney 
Milligan while Mr. Milligan was still engaged 
in prosecuting the Pendergast gang. Whatever 
Mr. Truman’s obligations to Boss Pendergast, 
there was a higher loyalty he should have ob- 
served—loyalty to the people. 

In the presidency, Mr. Truman will have to 
play politics, just as Mr. Roosevelt or any other 
President had to play politics. But we hope he 
does it on a superior plane to that he has dis- 
played in Missouri. 

This newspaper has criticised Mr. Truman, but 
it has also been happy to praise him for the dis- 
tinguished services he has rendered to the na- 
tion as a United States Senator, 

He has shown a marked capacity for growth. 
He will, we think, continue to grow. His few 
acts so far as President are unexceptionable. He 
has announced that he will continue Mr. Roose- 
velt’s policies, foreign and domestic, and there 
is nothing in his record to indicate he will de- 
part from them to any degree. He has an- 
nounced he will keep the present Cabinet. He 
has announced that the San Francisco meeting 
will proceed on schedule. We will be hearing 
more from him this week. 

Meanwhile, a salute to the new President! He 
has the sympathy and the support of the entire 
nation as he proceeds on the grave tasks that 
have been laid on his shoulders. We wish for 
him a great career in the White House.

Though death is careless of occasions, it was 
vouchsafed to Franklin Roosevelt to make his 
last message to the people on a grand theme, 
In form a tribute to Thomas Jefferson, it was 
in substance and spirit a confession of his own 
faith. 

From Jefferson onward, our world, and es- 
pecially our favored corner of the world, has 
been enlarged and enriched by the tool of science 
in the hands of enterprise. But science without 
sufficiency of brotherhood leads man to self- 
destruction. Jefferson, the friend of science, 
realized that, and Roosevelt made it the dynamic 
of his policy: “If civilization is to survive, we 
must cultivate the science of human relation- 
ships—the ability of all peoples, of all kinds, to 
live together and work together, in the same 
world, at peace.” 

In very brief, that one sentence epitomizes 
the manifold works of Franklin Roosevelt. Broth- 
erhood of peoples comes only after brotherhood 
is achieved wjthin, Therefore the first task was 
to minister to the clamoring need for work and 
a decent division of the fruits. As Jefferson 
enlarged the frontier with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, Roosevelt pushed wider the margins of 
opportunity and security in ways which defy a 
complete accounting. Then came the pursuit 
of world brotherhood, which engaged Roosevelt’s 
still youthful spiritual energies when his own 
physical machinery sank in mortality. 

The first job was not finished; such jobs are 
never finished. The second was hardly begun. 
“Let me assure you,” runs that last message, 
“that my hand is the steadier for the work that 
is to be done, that I move more firmly into the 
task, knowing that you—millions and millions 
of you—are joined with me in the resolve to 
make this work endure.” It was not to be. 

Yet, in a realer sense, the hands are joined, 
now and in years to come, in those few final 
words so like the first words 12 years ago: “The

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Spain’ s Break With Japan 

Franco Spain’s break with its Axis associate, 
Japan, is a transparent attempt to climb on the 
Allied bandwagon before it is too late. It is 
true that Madrid’s note about the killing of 
Spaniards in Manila by the Japs is full of 
righteous indignation. But would Madrid fly 
into a rage and sever diplomatic relations if the 
Axis still seemed to be winning the war? Not 
a chance. Certainly our diplomatic and military 
chiefs won’t be deceived by this last-minute ges- 
ture. 

The record of Franco Spain’s wartime rela- 
tions with Japan is a long and ugly one. The 
Government’s congratulatory message to Laurel, 
the quisling set up as puppet head of the Philip- 
pines, will not be forgotten in this country. An- 
other indication of the close bond was the ef- 
fusive comment of Arriba, official Falangist 
paper, after Pear] Harbor and the fall of Manila: 


The ancient and renowned culture of the 
magnificent Oriental empire, and its exeep- 
tional human values, are shown in the im- 
portant victories of the first days—victories 
that have won for Japan the admiration of 
the world. 


But Spanish support of the Japs in the Philip- 
pines amounted to more than words. A trusted 
Falangist, Jose del Castano, was sent to Manila 
in 1940 to help the Axis cause. Under his direc- 
tion, Falangists bored into Manila’s civilian de- 
fense organization. When the Japs attacked, the 
organization broke down completely, thanks to 
Spanish sabotage. For their service, the Falan- 
gists were decorated by the Jap Government. 

Castano did his bit by giving the Japs a list 


of “dangerous Americans,” and Representative 


Coffee of Washington charged in the House a 
few days ago that every person on thé list was 
put to death. Coffee demanded that Castano be 
tried as a war criminal, but he enjoys diplomatic 
status, as Spanish Consul General, 
seems little chance now for his punishment. 

If the Spaniards regret their tie with Japan, 
that is one more rift in the Axis camp that may 
react to our advantage. But a mere break in 
relations does not wipe out the crimes of Spain, 
or make that Fascist-ridden country an accept- 
able ally.

Disclosure of one scientific slaughterhouse and 
torture camp after another accompanies the 
onward sweep of Allied armies eastward and 
westward across Germany. The grisly relics 
found in them merely confirm what the out- 
side world learned long ago about bestial Nazi 
methods in seeking to bring about extermination 
of the so-called inferior peoples. Yet it appears 
that many among the German burghers did not 
know about the policy of organized murder 
being carried out for their masters. 

It is well for those who did not know to 
find out about it now, and for those who 

erely pretend ignorance to see at first hand 
he results of Schutzstaffe] savagery. Col. Hayden 
A. Searl began this process of education when 
he rounded up 40 leading citizens of Ohrdruf and 
took them on a tour of the piled-up bodies and 
cremation pits found at thé concentration camp 
near that town. The reaction ranged from pre- 
liminary disbelief to a conviction expressed by 
one German witness: “It’s the work of beasts.” 

Meek co-operation replaced surly defiance 
among Ohrdruf residents after the visit to the 
death camp. Surely the sight of such a horrify- 
ing exhibit should be enough to convince any 
German, outside the circle of Nazi fanatics, that 
his country has committed grievous crimes 
against humanity, and that penalties for this 
barbarism cannot be avoided. More tours of 
this kind are in order to show skeptical Germans 
some of the reasons why rigid control of their 
country for years to come is high on the Allied 
agenda,

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Congress and the People 

We are glad to learn that Representative 
Brooks Hays’ recent appeal to the Joint Com- 
mittee on the Organization of Congress to give 
attention to the relations of Congress to the 
electorate has had its effect. The committee has 
now undertaken to include this phase of legisla- 
tive duty in the scope of its study, which is good. 

The Arkansas Congressman pointed out in his 
testimony that the war had kept most of the 
members in Washington so much of the time 
that their opportunities to learn what the folks 
back home are thinking have been greatly re- 
duced. Such long absences, he contended, might 
lead to misunderstandings and loss of confidence 
by constituents in their representatives. 

To offset developments of this sort, he sug- 
gests that Congress arrange its work so that 
members can make definite plans to visit their 
districts to answer questions, discuss policies and 
revitalize their contacts with their electorates. 

This looks like practical democracy of the sort 
the United States needs. The essence of the 
title “Representative” is that the individual so 
selected shall stem from and maintain a con- 
tinuing contact with the people he represents. 

As the Washington Post points out: 

There is much complaint about the influ- 
ence of special interests, but not much about 
the contacts between Congressmen and their 
constituents. The power of the lobbies is 
likely to be weakened as the influence of 
the people is increased. Nor can we forget 
the great responsibility of Congressmen to 
educate their constituents as to the value 
of national policies that may not be properly 
—, in areas distant from Washing- 
on, 

Mr. Hays has made a real point. Congress 
should be streamlined in its representative rela- 
tions as well as in its internal rules and pro- 


cedures.

A Man Who Made History 


Taking office in dark 1933, Franklin Roose- 
velt was the voice of calm confidence to a 
people sunk in doubt of their own capacity: 


This great nation will endure as it has 
endured, will revive and wil prosper. So, 
first of all, let me assert my firm belief 
that the only thing we have to fear is fear 
itself—nameless, unneasoning, unjustified 
terror which paralyzes needed efforts to 
convert retreat into advance. In every 
dark hour of our national life a leadership 
of frankness and vigor has met with that 
understanding and support of the people 
themselves which is essential to victory, 


Our distress comes from no failure of 
substance. We are stricken by no plague 
of locusts. Compared with the perils which 
our forefathers conquered because they be- 
lieved and were not afraid, we have still 
much to be thankful for. Nature still of- 
fers her bounty and human efforts have 
multiplied it. Plenty is at our doorstep, 
but a generous use of it languishes in the 
very sight of the supply... 

This nation calls for action, and action 
now. : 


Action there was, the famous 100 days and 
more, For instance, the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act: 

I tell you frankly that it is a new and 
untrod path, but I tell you with equal 
frankness that an unprecedented condition 
calls for the trial of new means to rescue 
agriculture. 


The CCC, labor in health and dignity: 

The overwhelming majority of unem- 
ployed Americans, who are now walking 
the streets and receiving private or public 
relief, would infinitely prefer to work. .., 
We can eliminate, to some extent at least, 
the threat that enforced idleness brings to 
spiritual and moral stability. 


And TVA, the great experiment in regional 
development: 

This in a true sense is a return to the 
spirit and vision of the pioneer, If we are 
successful here, we can march on, step by 
step, in a like development of other great 
natural territorial units within our borders, 


There was long-needed action, too, to build 
better feeling between America and the 
world: 

Never before has the significance of the 
words “good neighbor” been so manifest 
in international relations. Never have the 
need and benefit of neighborly co-operation 
in every form of human activity been so 
evident as they are today. Friendship 
among nations, as among individuals, calls 
for constructive efforts to muster the 
forces of humanity in order that an atmos- 
phere of close understanding and co-opera- 
tion may be cultivated. 


Recovery advanced—not always so fast as 
an idealist could wish: 


We have conquered fear. But I cannot, 
with candor, tell you that all is well with 
the world. ... In our own land we enjoy 
indeed a fullness of life greater than that 
of most nations. But the rush of modern 
civilization itself has raised for us new dif- 
ficulties, new problems which must be 
solved. ... For out of this modern civiliza- 
tion economic royalists carved new dynas- 
ties. New kingdoms were built upon con- 
centration of control over material things. 


And again, at the second inaugural, much 
remained to do: 

Comfort says, “Tarry a while.” Oppor- 
tunism says, “This is a good spot.” Timid- 
ity asks, “How difficult is the road ahead?” 
. +». Dulled conscience, irresponsibility and 
ruthless self-interest already reappear, ... 
Have we found our happy valley? ... In 
this nation I see tens of millions of its cit- 
izens . .. who at this very moment are 
denied the greater part of what the very 


lowest standards of today call the necess!- 
ties of life. ...I see one-third of a nation 
ill-housed, ill-clad, ill-nourished. It ig not in 
despair that I paint you that picture, I 
paint it for you in hope, 


Always he thought of America’s security in 
the family of nations: 


We are not isolationists except in so far 
as we seek to isolate ourselves completely 
from war. Yet we must remember that so 
long as war exists on earth, there will be 
some danger that even the nation which 
most ardently desires peace may be drawn 
into war. I have seen war....I hate war. 
I have passed unnumbered hours, I shall 
pass unnumbered hours, thinking and plan- 
ning how war may be kept from this na- 
tion. 


Yet war drew nearer, and with it our time 
of decision: 


When an epidemic of physical disease 
starts to spread, the community approves 
and joins in a quarantine of the patients 
in order to protect the health of the com- 
munity against the spread of the disease.... 
War is a contagion, whether it be declared 
or undeclared, It can engulf states and 
peoples remote from the original scene of 
hostilities. We are determined to keep out 
of war, yet we cannot insure ourselves 
against the disastrous effects of war and 
the dangers of involvement. 


War would come, Franklin Roosevelt fore- 
saw, But let it be to some purpose: 

We look forward to a world founded 
upon four essential freedoms, The firgt is 
freedom of speech and expression—every- 
where in the world. The second is freedom 
of every person to worship God in his own 
way—everywhere in the world. The third 
is freedom from want ,..,. everywhere in 
the world. The fourth is freedom from 
fear... everywhere in the world. 


That is no vision of a distant millennium. 
It is a definite basis for a kind of world 
attainable in our own time and generation. 


Statesman? Also the great politician, glory- 
ing to the last in a battle of wits for public 
favor: 

There is an old and somewhat lugubrious 
adage which says: “Never speak of the 
rope in the house of one who has been 
hanged.” In the same way, if I were a 
Republican leader speaking to a mixed 
audience, the last word in the whole dic- 
tionary that I think I would use is that 
word “depression.” ..., 


These Republican leaders have not been 
content with attacks upon me, or my wife, 
or my sons, They now include my little 
dog, Fala...,. I am accustomed to hearing 
malicious falsehoods about myself—such as 
that old, worm-eaten chestnut that I have 
represented myself as indispensable. But 
I think I have a right to object to libelous 
statements about my dog. 


And, through it all and at the end, a man 
of much essential simplicity, pursuing ele- 
mental ends: 


I remember that my old schoolmaster, 
Dr, Peabody, said... “Things in life will 
not always run smoothly. Sometimes we 
will be rising toward the heights—then all 
will seem to reverse itself and start down- 
ward. The great fact to remember is that 
the trend of civilization itself is forever up- 
ward; that a line drawn through the mid- 
die of the peaks and valleys of centuries 
always has an upward trend.” 

The Almighty God hag blessed our land 
in many ways. He has given our people 
stout hearts and strong arms with which 
to strike mighty blows for freedom and 
truth. He has given to our country a faith 
which has become the hope of all peoples 
in an anguished world. We pray now to 
Him for the vision to gee our way clearly, 


Problems of W orld Tribunals 
Are Surveyed by an Authority 


‘International Tribunals, Past and Future,” by Man- 
ley O. Hudson. (Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace and Brookings Institution, Wash- 
ington.) 

Judge Hudson, a native of St. Peters, Mo. 
is an important man in international af- 
fairs. He hag been a member ef the Per~ 
manent Court of Arbitration for 12 years, 
and a Judge of the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice (the “World Court’) 
for nine years. ‘He has written several 
treatises on world tribunals and edited the 
four volumes of World Court Reports. 

After a brief history of international 
courts, Judge Hudson here describes their 
major problems. He tells how those prob- 
lems have been met in the past—how courts 
have been organized; how the Judges have 
been chosen; how the money has been 
raised; what types of cases have been as- 
signed to them; what procedure has been 
followed in trials; what law has been ap- 
plied; the form of the decisions rendered, 
and how those decisions have been en- 
forced. 

Judge Hudson then discusses the future 
of existing international courts, and possi- 
bilities of establishing specialized world 
courts in the future. He concludes with a 
summary of recommendations, most of 
them suggestions for minor revisions of the 
statute of the existing World Court. 


The book is excellently organized as a 
guide for the international Judges and law- 
yers now in Washington drafting prelimi- 
nary plans for an international court,to be 
submitted to the world security conference 
at San Francisco. In composing the new 
statute for a World Court, they can go 
through this work chapter by chapter and 
find how each problem has been settled by 
planners of the past. There are abundant 
citations of source material. 

The layman, however, will find the book 
a different matter, though it is advertised 
as written for his special benefit. Unfor- 
tunately, the style is dry and the sentences 
are long and colorless. Like spinach, in- 
ternational law should be made palatable 
by chopping it fine and mixing it with 
tasty sauce. Most of the Brookings Insti- 
tution’s books are served that way, but this 
one is an exception.

Those not familiar with the administra- 
tion of justice among nations may 
shocked by its ineffectiveness. Unlike law 
within nations, international law is almost 
entirely dependent upon the consent and 
good faith of the litigants. Nations have 
usually accepted and obeyed the decisions 
of world tribunals. But there is no way of 
enforcing Judgments against nations, short 
of war. 

One fearg that too much dependence will 
be placed on world leagues and world 
courts that deal with nations. Important 
as those organizations may be, it seems 
jikely that for some time to come peace 
will depend more on the good faith and 
good will of the leaders of the world’s na- 
tions.

HE Communist party’s propaganda chief said today the Nazis 
were baring their Western front to Russia’s allies and concen- 
trating forces on the Eastern front as a gigantic political trick 


designed to create dissession among the nations warring on Adolf 


Hitler. 


“They are trying to create dis- 
trust amofig the United Nations— 
to postpone at least temporarily 
the last mortal blow of the Allies’ 
armies,” wrote Georgif Alexan- 
drov, chief of the propaganda sec- 
tion of the central committee, 
Communist party, in the party 
newspaper Pravda. 

Alexandrov asserted that Ger- 
mans and Nazis are not identical, 
taking issue with Ilya Ehrenburg, 
one of the top Soviet writers, who 
had contended that all Germans 
form one “colossal gang” and that 
all must answer in equal measure 
for the crimes of the Hitlerites. 
Referring to an article earlier 
this week by Ehrenburg on the 
whole subject of Germany, Alex- 
androv said: 

“The reader cannot agree with 
his description of Germany as one 
single ‘colossal gang,’ nor with 
his explanation of the reasons for 
the departure of the German 
Fascist Army from the Western 
front and concentration of all 
forces of the German Army in 
the East.” 


An Important Commentary. - 

Alexandrov said "' was not diffi- 
cult to prove that the assertions 
of Ehrenburg, who writes for both 
Pravda and,the army newspaper 
Red Star, did not correspond with 
the facts. His commentary defin- 
ing the Soviet view in respect to 
the German population and the 
Nazi rulers of Germany was of 
the highest importance. 

“Currently,” Alexandrov said, 
“everyone is convinced, and this 
especially is true in view of the 
experiences of the last few months, 
that different Germans fight dif- 
ferently and conduct themselves 
differently.” 

Declaring this was true not only 
of civilians of the German Army, 
he added: “It is not surprising 
that if some German officers fight 
for the cannibal system, then oth- 
ers throw bombs at Hitler and 
his clique or persuade Germans to 
put down their guns.” 

Alexandroy said Premier Stalin 
foresaw long ago what was now 
happening in the German Army 
and among the German people. 

“If it is admitted that Ehren- 
burg’s stand is correct,” Alex- 
androv went on, “Then it follows 
one must assume that all the pop- 
ulation of Germany will share the 
fate of Hitler's clique. In the 
given case, Ehrenburg does not 
express Soviet public opinion. 
Disputes Conclusions. 

“The Red Army, fulfilling its 
great liberative mission, is waging 
war for the liquidation of Hitler's 
army. The ‘Soviet Government 
never has ant does not have as 
its aim the extermination of the 
German people.” 

Alexandrov said Ehrenburg cor- 
rectly condemned the bloody work 
of the Germans in Russia, “but 
regrettably, from unarguable facts, 
Ehrenburg draws erroneoys con- 
clusions. 

“Noting that ‘impudent Germans 


conduct themselves with Amer- 
icans as with some neutral power,’ 
Ehrenburg says tough resistance 
of the Germans on the Soviet- 
German front was caused by fright 
and fear in view of the coming 
payoff for their cruelties com- 
mitted on Soviet soil.” 

Alexandroy asked what plan 
Germany was fouowing in carry- 
ing out a transfer of troops to 
the Eatsern front from the West. 

“Can such action be explained 
by fear of the German command 
for responsibility for bloody crimes 
committed on Soviet territory?” 
he wrote. “The Hitlerites are try- 
ing by their action to create dis- 
trust in the United Nations camp, 
to bring about dissension among 
the Allies, to postpone if only tem- 
porarily the Jast mortal blows of 
the Allied armies and, by the help 
of provocative military-political 
tricks, to save that which they 
failed to achieve with the help of 
the armed forces.” 


LIKELY TO HELP 
UNITY OF ALLIES

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—The Soviet disavowal of ideas of 
Ilya Ehrenburg, Rugsia’s leading 
war-time pamphleteer, constituted 
a significant political and diplo- 
matic step today. It is likely to 
contribute to Allied understanding. 

Ehrenburg, chief instigator of 
the Russian hate campaign against 
the Germans during the ‘war, has 
also been the Soviet Union's se- 
verest critic of the Allies. He was 
one of its most strident publicists 
in his demands for a “second 
front.” 

The disavowal came from his 
Communist party superior, Georgy 
Alexandrov, who writes rarely but 
whose words carry tremendous 
weight in Russia. Alexandrov in 
his article in Pravda said: 

“The unfounded conclusion and 
deductions of Comrade Ehren- 
burg confuse the question and of 
course do not help expose the 
provocative politics of the Hitler- 
ites, directed toward dissension 
among the Allies.” 

It was Ehrenburg’s first public 
rebuff since the start of the war 
and is likely to reduce the wide 
following his writings had won 
in numerous Russian newspapers 
and magazines, 

Publication of Alexandrov’s 
views was particularly important 
because of the imminent junction 
of Allied and Russian military 
forces in Europe, and the impend- 
ing problem of close co-operation 
between them. Ehrenburg has 
been a frequent source of irrita- 
tion to the Allied diplomatic corps 
in Moscow, not only by his writ- 
ings, but also by his spoken views, 
which have included criticism of 


the United States as the most 
“racist” country in the world.

V-E day will come, we are told, 
sometime between the junction of 
the western’ and Russian allies 
and the end of the fighting which 
that will involve. To the armies, 
apparently, it will mean merely 
the continuation of whatever 
clean-up is necessary, depending 
on the Germans. 

That immediately raises the 
question of what Germany has 
jJeft with which to make trouble. 

The expectation of a Nazi hold- 
out in the Bavarian Alps has been 
£0 widely discussed until it is 
treated almost as an assured fact, 
yet we actually have little except 
rumor on which to base it. 

It is certain that the Hitlerites 
could concentrate enough stuff in 
their redoubt ‘to make consider- 
able trouble. That they can con- 
tinue anything which looks like a 
real war is doubtful. 

When Hodges’ men establishcd 
the Remagen bridgehead they 
shocked the Allied planners al- 
most as much as they did the Ger- 
mans. But the Allies grabbed up 
the ball quickly. The Germans 
couldn’t do anything about it. 
Therein lies a clue. 

Eisenhower had never planned 
for Hodges to cross the Rhine in 
connection with the Montgomer,- 
Simpson offenrive farther north. 
Hodge's job was to clear the 
Rhineland and stop, for the time 
being. Montgomery and the Amer- 
ican Ninth Army were to cross 
above the Ruhr, cut off Holland 
and strike for Berlin. No Ruhr 
trap was envisaged. 

Then a few men captured the 
Remagen bridge and the whole 
picture changed. It was to save 
many lives, and many weeks. 

Since no military expert would 
have dreamed of trying an as- 
sault across the Rhine and into 
the rugged hills of Remagen, th 
Germans weren't there. The® 
tried to get there, weakened their 
Wesel defenses, and weren't 
strong enough to put up a real 
fight anywhere. About half a 


million Germans have surrendered 
since then, not counting probably 
200,000 trapped but not yet cap- 
tured in Holland and the Ruhr. 

Obviously, once robbed of the 
Rhine barrier, the German’s didn’t 
have enough army left to put up 
a show in the West. Either these 
forces already had withdrewn to 
the southern fortress or they 
would never reach it. 

Although there is the possibili- 
ty, there is no indication that im- 
portant withdrawals have been 
made from the Russian front. The 
Nazis there seem to be awaiting 
the same fate as in the west, 

The Germans are fighting hard 
in the southwest; they fought bit- 
terly to keep the Russians out of 
Austria and the southeast corner 
of the redoubt. But there is a 
real question whether they have 
or will be able to collect an im- 
portant army in the south. At 
any rate, it seems unlikely that 
any great part of the forces now 
engaged above the “waist,” either 
on the east or west, will ever get 
there. Many are trapped north 
of the Allied penetration line. 

These forces might be in such 
strength as to require a year for 
their complete elimination. But 
the campaign cotid very easily 
take the form with which we 
have become familiar on Pacific 
Islands—the announcement of the 
end of organized resistance, and 
then the elimination of the die-

ing and sickness and of guards’ 
cruelty during forced marches 
from eastern camps as the Ger- 
mans fled before the Red Army. 

The Americans were freed by 
the British Second Armored Divi- 
sion. The Tommies gave eggs, 
cigarettes and field rations to the 
men, who wept with joy. 

Soldiers captured on various 

fronts told similar stories of hor- 
ror marches in which frantic Ger- 
man guards beat and cursed them 
and left many to die when they 
dropped out in snow, rain and 
sleet. 
In February detachments of 
American and British prisoners 
were marched 600 miles from East 
Prussia. Scores froze or starved 
to death. 

Pvt. Walker Mikesz, Wilkes 
Barre, Pa., who was captured at 
the Rapido River in Italy at @ 
time when the Thirty-sixth Divi- 
sion ws cut off, said he was treat- 
ed fairly well at Danzig, but was 
poorly fed. 

“On Feb. 27 we were’ forced to 
march out,” he said. “We marched 
every day until April 5. We got 
two pieces of bread daily and 
some slop that they called coffee. 
If a man was sick and fell out, 
they beat him with rifle butts 
until he got up again. If he 
couldn’t get up they put him ina 
car for a day and if he couldn't 
march the next day, he was left 
behind.” 

“What became of those left be- 
hind, I don’t know,” Mikesz said. 
“Forty of us reached this camp 
and five died the day after get- 
ting here.” 

Cpl. James Garvin of Nlinois 
(home town not given) of the 
Ninth Armored Division, captured 
in the Ardennes Forest, told of 
losing 75 pounds through illness 
during the march. ¢ 
“I was so weak from dysentery 
I couldn’t walk,” he related. “One 
morning I stayed in a barn after 
the others left. A guard came in, 
beat me with a stick and cursed 
me.” 

Cpl. Layman Robinson, Owens- 
boro, Ky., captured “in the Ar- 
dennes in December, said: “I 
have been walking ever since, I 
am not big, but I weighed 120 
then and I am 80 pounds now.” 


Russians Report Brutal Forced 
March of 35,000 Poles. 


MOSCOW, April 14 (AP).—The 
Polish Press Agency said today 
that Nazis herding captives from 
the path of the Russian drive 
westward had in one case inflict- 
ed an eight-day forced march On 
prisoners in groups of 1200, a 
“march of doomed people with 
which nothing can be compared 
in human history.” 

More than 35,000 persons, most 
of them Polish, were living in a 
concentration camp at Stutthof, 
east of Danzig; the statement 
said. As the Russians advancéd, 
it related, the prisoners were 
marchec westward at a pace of 
almost 20 miles a day.

to save useless bloodshed and destruction. 


To the utter astonishment of 
headquarters the emissary learned 
that Muelhausen had been taken 
the previous afternoon without a 
single casualty by troops of his 
own division. The burgomaster 
was a fugitive and the commander 
a captive behind barbed wire in 
the war prisoners’ Cage. 


Illustrates Initiative. 

This action was one of the neat- 
est of the campaign, illustrating 
the swift independent initiative 
of Yank frontline commanders. It 
was performed by Combat Team 
44 of Combat Command B of the 
Sixth Armored Division under the 
command of Lt. Col. Charles E 
Brown of Tacoma, Wash. Support 
for the team during the advance 
was provided by the 128th Field 
Artillery Battalion under the com- 
mand of Lt. Col. Thomas R. Bruce 
of Mexico, Mo.

Sovereign Equa 


lity of Nations 


Contends for Equal Voice for Each Country 


as Basic but Approves Greater Voting 
Rights for Major Powers in Council as Es- 
sential to Keeping Peace.

HE demand of the Soviet Union for three votes in the assembly 


of the international organization creates an issue of the most 


far-reaching significance. 


If the United Nations agree to 
this proposal, the nature of the 
international organization proposed 
at Dumbarton Oaks will be rad- 
ically changed. 

The Dumbarton Oaks formula 
takes account of the fact that no 
international organization could 
effectively enforce peace unless 
the major powers exercise greater 
authority over the peace enforce- 
ment machinery than the lesser 
powers. — 

It was for that reason that, un- 
der the Dumbarton Oaks proposal, 
the major powers would be grant- 
ed voting rights in the security 
council which the smaller powers 
would not receive. But, at the 
same time, it was recognized in 
the Dumbarton Oaks formula that, 
if the sovereign equality of all 
nations was to be anything more 
than a phrase, the assembly of the 
coming internationab*organization 
should be a body in which every 
state, “great or small,” would have 
an equal voice. 


Principle Involved. 
The principle involved is basic. 
If the major powers are to 
have multiple voting rights in 
the assembly the concept of the 
sovereign equality of nations 
oes by the board. 
The mente re of authority be- 
tween the great and the small 
countries in the security council 
is essential in order to make it 
possible for peace enforcement 
to work. There is no need for 


such disparity in the assembly. 

The issue thus raised is in no 
sense new. 

It was presented almost 2500 | 
years ago when the Athenians de- 
clared to the representatives of a 
smaller people, “You know as well 
as we do that right, as the world 
goes, is only in question between 
equals in power, while the strong 
do what they can, and the weak 
suffer what they must.” 

That point of view represents 
a negation of the spirit and the 
letter of the Atlantic Charter to 
which all of the United Nations 
are pledged. 

It - sronuently stated that the 
viewpoint of the Soviet Union has 
been in great part determined by 
the conviction of the leading fig- 
ures of the Soviet Government 
that the League of Nations failed 
because of the excessive authority 
which it gave the smaller powers. 


Failure of the League. 

I can find little justification 
for that belief, if it exists. It 
would seem to me that the fail- 
ure of the League of Nations 
was due far less to the diffi- 
culties created by the smaller 
nations than to the unwilling- 
ness or inability of the major 
‘powers to co-operate in action 
when the time came to act, 
When Japan attacked Manchu- 
ria in 1931, none of the major 
then members of the 
League was prepared to use force 
to check the aggression. Certainly 
the smaller nations’: were not re-

no reason to believe they are. 
If they at any time demonstrate 
the same measure of independ- 
ence they should then be ac- 
corded equivalent rights. 

But were three votes to be 
granted the Soviet Union purely 
on the ground that these six votes 
of the British Commonwealth 
might conceivably be always cast, 
as a unit, what reason can be ad- 
vanced why all of the other major 
and intermediate powers guch as 
the United States, France, China, 
Brazil, The Netherlands or Mex- 
ico, should not then necessarily 
also be granted a greater repre- 
sentation in the assembly?

Our very capacity to obtain a 
durable international organization

‘Support is involved. 


It is, of course, disquieting that 
any divergence of opinion on fun- 
damental questions should develop 
among the United Nations at this 
time. 

But it would appear to me that 
a question is here presented which 
does not admit of gompromise. 

Those who believe that world 
peace and world progress can come 
only through the establishment of 
an international organization 
based on justice and righ¢ and not 
through the creation of a dicta- 
torship of the major military pow- 
ers must hope that the delegates 
of the "Jnited Nations assembled 
at San Francisco will not agree to 
this fundamental departure from 
the sound principles contained in 
the proposals of Dumbarton Oaks.

Shows Him to Be New 
Dealer but Not Origina- 


tor of New Ideas.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
— No social-economic crusade is 
in the cards under President Har- 
ry S. Truman. The prospect in- 
stead is simply a continuation of 
the here-at-home things that 
sprang up under Franklin D. Raose- 
velt to become famous as “alpha- 
betical agencies” in the prewar 
years. 

Truman's record shows him as 
an ardent New Dealer. But at 
the same time it portrays him as 
a man who advances the estab- 
lished things he likes rather than 
a boomer of new ideas. 


He has said that he, like other arr 


Missourians, is “geographically 
and politically a little left of cen- 
ter.” Close friends accent the 
“little” and Senator Tunnell 
(Dem.), Delaware, summed up the 
Truman stand as “the common- 
sense attitude of a practical Amer- 
ican.” 

Roosevelt’s Long Range Ideas. 

The busy New Deal of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt produced an un- 
unparalleled sweep of measures 
intended not only for temporary 
relief and immediate business re- 
covery, but also for long-range, 
permanent changes in govern- 
ment. 

As a senator, Truman voted and 
worked for many of them, includ- 
ing the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, the law creating the National 
Labor Relations Board, Social Se- 
curity, and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. He originated none of 
them. 

More important laws regulating 
business were passed under the 
Roosevelt administrations than in 
all the country’s previous history. 
Thirty of 40 important executive 
agencies of the federal govern- 
ment were born since 1933. 

Birth of New Deal. 

It was the worst depression ever 
that got the New Deal started. 
When Roosevelt first took office, 
this was the situation: 12 million 
persons were out of a job, prices 
were depressed, a lot of employ- 
ers couldn’t meet payrolls, foreign 
trade was down, the banking sys- 
tem was nervous and farm fore- 
closures were the order of the 
day. 

The start of a new administra- 
tion provides a good opportunity 
to review them. Together they 
made up what critics and backers 
alike agree was a social revolu- 
tion. 

The national industrial recov- 
ery administration was among the 
first. Its complex codes for busi- 
ness to pay higher wages and 
work shorter hours, to regulate 
competition and production, af- 
fected every American. The Su- 
preme Court subsequently killed 
it and Roosevelt angrily talked 
of “horse and buggy days.” 

The old Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, to become 
also a victim of a Supreme Court 
turn-down, was a broad effort to 
regulate farm production in ways 
that heretofore had been almost 
inconceivable. 

Incidentally, it is highly unlikely 
that Truman would have tried, as 
did Roosevelt, to inject “new 
blood” into the court. Truman’s 
attitude instead is to compromise 
on getting as much as he can of 
the main goals, accepting as a 


fact that to get everything is not, 


always possible. 

Time, Congress, employment 
gains and the war have killed off 
several New Deal social-economic 
endeavors. Notable among these 
now dead were the Works Prog- 
ress Administration, the Public 
Works Administration, National 
Youth Administration and the Ci- 
vilian Conservation Corps. 

But the new President finds 
other entrenched agencies, many 
of them now busy at war tasks, 
as inheritances which show every 
sign of lasting into peacetime,

paradox in international affairs is 
that our greatest benefits come 
from countries which are our 
natural competitors. 


“We need not spend our time 
thinking about employment first. 
Employment is a result and not a 
cause. Employment will come 
from increased confidence among 
nations, from a sound mainte- 
nance of international credit and, 
above all, from the promises of a 
lasting peace.” 

Although extension of the Trade 
Agreements Act will only be a pre- 
view of American senfimenf, op- 
ponents of its renewal are already 
voicing the old arguments against 
it and other proposals to reduce 
trade barriers. Efforts to cripple 
it undoubtedly will be made as in 
the past. The most likely amend- 
ments to be offered will be to 
limit the extension to one or two 
years; to strike out the provision 
for 50 per cent reduction of the 
1945 rates—which would leave 
the State Department little bar- 
gaining powcr with other nations 
—and to require some form of 
congressional approval of _in- 
dividual agreements, such as rati- 
fication by the Senate, or an op 
tional veto by Congress to declare 
within a stipulated number of 


days that a tentative agreement 
shall be ineffective. 

The most vocal opposition is ex- 
pected from certain trade unions, 
such as the textile workers, and 
one or two farm organizations. 


The National Co-operative Milk 
Producers’ Federation, through its 
secretary, Charles W. Holman, has 
already started a campaign 
against renewal by citing what 
tariff reductions might do to the 
American dairy and livestock mar- 
kets. 

“Renewal of trade agreements 
with either Canada or Switzer- 
land,” Holman says, “could bring 
duties on both Swiss and Ameri- 
can cheese to two cents per pound. 
A trade agreement with New Zea- 
land might mean a slash in butter 
tariff to seven cents a pound. A 
trade agreement with Italy could 
mean for all countries producing 
Italian-type cheese a reduction in 
our tariff of two cents a pound. 

“Tt is thus apparent that under 
the guise of friendly international 
intercourse, the American dairy 
and livestock producers will be 
asked to bear the burden of lower 
prices and decreased domestic out- 
lets for their products. They may 
learn too late, in the postwar 
period, that for them trade agree- 
ments have the dire meaning of 
lower tariffs and less volume out- 
let for the products they produce.” 

Holman’s criticisms, which are 
typical of the opposition, are two- 
edged. While they argue for the 
“protection” of a minority of pro- 
ducers, they also reveal that prices 
to the great majority of consumers 
would be reduced by the lowering 
of trade barriers. 

The late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes once said that it is not 
easy to train oneself to “truly na- 
tional views.” The times require 
international as well as national 
and local views if the whole mili- 
tary, political and economic pic- 
ture is to be understood. 

Dumbarton Oaks and the San 
Francisco conference, important 
as they are, are only a part of a 
larger problem. Another part will 
be the consideration of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act. 
The San Francisco delegates will 
be watching Congress for the next 
few weeks to see how far the 
United States can be expected to 
go in economic collaboration to 
expand world trade,

But if any nation refuses the 
organization full support or insists 
on vitiating its charter by radically 
changing it, then, the bishops as- 
serted, a martial victory may be 
“largely nullified by sheer po- 
litical expediency.” 

Other points touched on by the 
bishops: 

“We fail to see that the voting 
procedure in the security council 
agreed upon at Yalta is consistent 
with the sovereign equality of 
peace-loving nations recognized ag 
basic in the Dumbarton Oaks 
proposals. ... 

“The nations should adopt an 
inter-nation bill of rights, in which 
men and groups everywhere would 
be guaranteed the full enjoyment 
of their human rights. 

Free Poland. 

“The peace of the world de- 
mands a free and independent 
Potand. 

“We are struck by the ominous 
silence of the three great powers 
on Lithunia, Estonia and Latvia. 
Contrary to the protests of our 
government four years ago, and 
to the assurances of Soviet authori- 
ties even before that time, the in- 
dications are that they will be ab- 
sorbed, without their free and un- 
fettered consent, in an alien sys- 
tem of government. 

“We hope too that our Govern- 
ment will discharge its full re- 
sponsibility in re-establishing all 
the liberated nations of Europe 
under genuine democratic re- 
Seem. « «a % 

“In the treatment of the enemy 
nations, justice must obtain.” But, 
the bishops added, the common 
good of the whole world must be 
kept in mind in dealing with the 
peoples of those nations.

EFFECT OF WAR ON 
REICH POPULATION 
BELIEVED DRASTIC 
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comparative statistics is the par- 
allel stability of the population 
figures during the first years of 
both World Wars. A sharp decline 
became noticeable only after some 
30 months following the beginning 
of hostilities. But in Hitler’s war 
the population decrease set in at 
a much more catastrophic rate. 
The statistics as given above to 
a certain extent overemphasize 
this trend, since in the population 
figures of the Kaiserreich, between 
1914 and 1918, the prisoners of 
war captured by the Allies appear 
as inhabitants of the Reich, 
whereas in the estimates of 1940 
to 1945 the captives are excluded. 

The cessation of hostilities in 
Europe will reveal a German 
demographic disaster of tremen- 
dous scope. The once sedentary 
people between the Rhine and the 
Baltic Sea will be found to a 
large extent as semi-nomads, hav- 
ing been shifted from one corner 
of the Reich to the other by Hit- 
ler’s attempt to decentralize the 
German war economy and by 
Goering’s inability to protect the 
German sky against the Allied air 
forces. The Herrenvolk has seen 
the “sacred soil of the Father- 
land” turned into a battlefield. 
The Russian sweep to tHe west 
will have left a relative popula- 
tion-vacuum east of Berlin and a 
compression of population into the 
southern part of the Reich, 

Towns Overcrowded, 

Towns and villages in this sec- 
tion will be overcrowded with 
women, children, old men and 
cripples. The remnants of the 
most virile part of the German 
manhood will be in captivity and 
cannot be expected to return be- 
fore an actual peace treaty is for- 
mulated and ratified. Thus Hitler, 
who once told his former confi- 
dante, Hermann Rauschning, that 
his intention was to keep the men 
and women of France separated 
for years in order to achieve a 
further decisive cut in the French 
birthrate, will have succeeded in- 
stead in bringing about, partly at 
least, this “social sterilization” for 
his own people. 

The age and sex composition of 
the Reich’s population will show 
a significant disequilibrium. There 
will be 36 million females as 
against 24 million males, since 90 
per cent of the war losses will 
have been men of military age. 
Whole male groups between the 
ages of 17 and 65 will have been 
wiped out or cut to a small per- 
centage of their normal size. 

Taking into account the sex and 
age composition of prewar Ger- 
many and adjusting these propor- 
tions in the light of the demo- 
graphic developments during the 
war, we will find at best seven 
million young or middle-aged men, 
many of them invalids. With 17 
to 18 million women between the 
ages of 16 and 45, there wil] be 
two and a half times more women 
of procreative age than men. The- 
oretically such an abnormal pre- 
ponderance of the female element 
in a given population would not 
necessarily result in a sharp de- 
cline in the number of births. In 
all probability it will, however. It 
also constitutes a powerful threat 
to traditional concepts of morality 
and family stability. Whereas in 
our civilization a high birthrate 
can best be achieved in a society 
with relatively stable family rela- 
tions, the beaten Germans will 
hardly be able to retain such sta- 
bility. The 10 to 11 million sur- 
plus German women will remain 
childless, become mothers of ille- 
gitimate children or bring about 
an unusually high rate of divorces. 
Strong measures will have to be 
introduced to prevent young sol- 
diers of the United Nations, dur- 
ing the years of occupation, from 
becoming fathers of German chil- 
dren or husbands of German 
wives. 

For one generation the German 
people will constitute a nation of 
women without husbands, children 
without fathers and old men with- 
out sons. There will be an accu- 
mulation of social conditions 
pointing to a German birthrate 
so low that in comparison with it 
even the French prewar rate will 
look like an index of fertility. 

When by 1970 a normal sex bal- 
ance of the Reich’s population will 
have been re-established, the na- 
tion which once terrorized the 
world may well be curtailed to 55 
million people, 15 million of whom 
may live in areas outside the con- 
trol of an eventually established 
German government. 

The Nazi hope of depopulating 
Europe’s “inferior races” and tak- 
ing possession of their “living 
space” will thus have ended with 
a smaller Germany, beaten and 
reduced in her human substance. 
Hitler and his Nazi party will have 
accomplished a masterpiece of 
self-destruction.

Navy Teaching Japanese Language 
By Intensive Method Described 
As Miraculous by Some Educators 


Many Junior Officers Who Have Been Put 
Through This. Twelve-Month Course Are 
Now Interviewing Jap Prisoners, Listen- 
ing to Radio and Translating Documents.

lege at Stillwater in June. 

The Navy has admitted that in 
the year before Pearl Harbor out 
of a total personnel of 200,000 of- 
ficers and men it had only 12 of- 
ficers regarded as fully competent 


in spoken and written Japanese 
out of the 65 who had taken the 


Special three-year language course 
in Tokyo. The remainder had lost 
their hold on the language 
through disuse or tack of interest 
after training. The Navy also 
estimated that for every American 
who had a working knowledge of 
Japanese there were at least 


100,000 Japs who had a working 
knowledge of English. 


To correct what the Navy called 
this “ominous situation,” the Far 
Eastern Section of the Office of 
Naval Intelligence established late 
in 1941 two training centers, one 
at»Harvard and the other at the 
University of California, for a 12- 


month intesive course to qualify 
men and women as translators 
and interpreters. The course, the 


Navy claims, is the equivalent of; 


18 years of a standard college 
course. The trainees study a 
minimum of 13 hours daily, and 
during the year spend 1250 hours 
in classes, 3000 hours in prepara- 
tion and 250 hours taking exami- 
nations. They are commissioned 
as junior officers, 

Must Be College Graduates. 

Students admitted to the schools 
—now at Boulder, Colo., instead 
of Berkeley, Cal., and the one to 
be opened at Stillwater—must be 
college graduates and either hold 
a Phi Beta Kappa key or have at 
least six months’ background in 
Chinese or Japanese. Each ap- 
plicarg is selected only after a 
personal interview by  officets 
connected with the school and is 
not commissioned until after a 
certain period of study has. been 
successfully completed. The pres- 
ent course includes S&special in- 
structions in Malayan and Chi- 
nese, together with the Mandarin, 
Cantonese, Amoy and Fuchow 
dialects. 

For reasons known only to 
themselves, Navy officials de- 
clined to reveal the number of 
men and women who have com- 
pleted the course, how many are 
now enrolled, or any of their out- 
standing exploits in the field. It 
is known, however, that these 
junior officers are interviewing 
Japanese prisoners, listening to 
Japanese radios, reading Japanese 
newspapers and documents and 
doing other work connected with 
naval intelligence. 

The Army gives a more limited 
training to its Civil Affairs offi- 
cers slated for assignment to the 
Pacific. This is a _ six-months’ 
course given at Harvard, Yale, 
Northwestern, Chicago, Michigan 
and Stanford and covers language 
and geography. The initial Army 
classes met in July last year. Even 
though it neglected its own train- 
ing for this work, the Navy can 
say that it was ahead of the 
Army. 

The success of the intensive 
courses at the Army and Navy 
schools has led to a controversy 
in educational eircles because 
claims were made—not by the 
Army and Navy—that the courses 
had accomplished “near miracles” 
by a “new philosophy of educa- 
tion.” The Army and Navy mod- 
estly say that they have merely 
made intensive use of existing fa- 
cilities. 

The Navy, however, is proud of 
the record of its carefully select- 
ed trainees, who are only about 
10 per cent of the applicants. De- 
spite thé rigorous schedule, there 
has been only a 4% per cent loss 
in trainee personnel from all 
causes, 

Proud of Record. 

The school at Berkeley had to 
be transferred to the University 
of Colorado at Boulder because of 
General John L, ewitt’s order 
in June, 1942, requiring all per- 
sons of Japanese ancestry to be 
evacuated from all of California. 
At that time many of the teach- 
ers were American-born Japanese 
The contract with Harvard Uni- 
versity expired in September, 1942. 

The Navy had-considerable dif- 
ficulty in finding suitable instruc- 
tors. As late as December, 1940, 
Naval Intelligence had no up-to- 
date list of civillans who were 
competent in Japanese and could 
be called upon in an emergency. 
Between March and June, 1941, 
the Navy built up a file of 600 
persons who were alleged to pos- 
sess a knowledge of Japanese or 
Chinese. On examination, how- 
ever, it was found that approxi- 
mately 300 of these possessed 80 
little knowledge of either language 
that they could not be classified 
as beginners. Records of the re- 
maining 300 civilians were care- 
fully studied and only 56 were s8e- 
lected as having sufficient knowl- 
edge to justify inviting them to 
become a nucleus of the first 
Navy school. These original 56 
civilians were all native born 
American citizens with university 
degrees, between 20 and 35 years 
of age, most of whom had lived 
or studied in Japan or China. 

The Navy has praised the work 
of Miss Florence Walne, chairman 
of the Oriental Language Depart- 
ment at the University of Cali- 
fornia, for her work at Berkeley 
and Boulder, saying that much of

— due to her efforts and abil- 
ty. 

The early classes drew a variety 
of students with unusuadé back- 
grounds. One was a former cab 
driver; another was secretary to 
the American Ambassador to Ja- 
pan, one had been a missionary 
in China, and another was a radio 
commentator. There was one 
former liquor store proprietor, one 
former banker, one former vice’ 
consul and a former news reel 
camera man. 

Although the academic study of 
Japanese had been regarded as 
one of the most difficult in the 
world and it was said that no 
occidental could hope to gain a 
working knowledge of the lan- 
guage without at least 10 years 
of residence in Japan, the Navy 
went on the theory that its junior 
officers should have a competent 
knowledge of everyday Japanese 
as spoken and written by the 70,- 
000,000 people of Japan. The stu- 
dents at Boulder now publish a 
weekly newspaper in Japanese 
and English. 

The Navy says that the record- 
breaking speed which its schools 
have attained will have a _  far- 
reaching influence on foreign lan- 
guage study and teaching. Its sig- 
nificance, it says, can not be over- 
emphasized, because “as it is as 
essential today to know your 
enemies by knowing their lan- 
guage, it will be equally essential 
in the future preservation of 
world peace to know our neigh- 
bors by the same linguistic 
means.”

State Committee Pledges 


Fairness by Any Five 
Gov. Donnelly Selects 
for Commission.

The Republican State Commit- 
tee, after selecting the names of 


10 persons to be submitted to Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly for the appoint- 
ment of five to the Senatorial Dis- 
tricting Commission, adopted a 
resolution pledging fairness on 
the part of the five Republican 
members. The committee met 
yesterday at Hotel Jefferson. 
The Republican selections give 


some promise of an earnest at- 
tempt to accomplish an equitable 
redistricting of the state to abol- 
ish the 44-year-old Democratic 
gerrymander, although there is no 
doubt that the Republicans had 
in mind a representation which 
would fight in the interest of the 
Republican party. 


Democratic Attitude. 


While the type of most of the 
Democrats selected by the Demo- 
cratic State Committee last Mon- 
day gave little promise of a seri- 
ous Democratic attempt to agree 
on a new districting, the death of 
President Roosevelt may have the 
effect of changing the Democratic 
party attitude. If no districting 
is agreed on by .2e commission, 
the 17 Senators to be elected in 
1946 will be elected at large. With 
Roosevelt out of the political pic- 
ture the Democrats will not feel 
nearly as confident of carrying 
the State, and probably will be 
much more willing to come to 
terms with the Republicans, as 
the loss of the State to the Re- 
publicans would mean the elec- 
tion of 17 Republican Senators.

For the very opening of a fourth 
consecutive wartime campaign 
stands as a remarkable tribute to 
the fans of our national sport, 
both at home and abroad. It is 
because of their steadfast interest 
and loyalty that the game will 
open its 1945 season, meet as best 
it can the many problems which 
will arise and, I am _ confident, 
again put on a worthy show. 

At this time, the American 
League has almost 260 of its play- 
ers in the armed services. Others 
will join the colors in the months 
to come. Since Pearl Harbor, most 
of the game’s greatest stars have 
left the playing field, yet interest 
in the sport remains as great as 
ever. 

The American League season of 
1944, when attendance showed a 
remarkable increase over the pre- 
vious year, proved competition still 
is the foundation of baseball and 
that there is no substitute for a 
close, hard-fought pennant race.

CLOTHING CURB PICKUP 
IN CITY, COUNTY TODAY 


Shoes and Bedding Also 
Needed to Aid People of 


War Devastated Areas. 
Clothing, shoes and bedding ma- 


terials for the people of war dev- 
astated areas will be picked up at 
the curb in front of homes 
throughout St. Louis and St. Louis 
County this morning as part of 
the United Nations Clothing Col- 
lection to obtain 150 million 


pounds of such supplies. 

The St. Louis and County quota 
has been set at 2,500,000 pounds. 
The collection will officially begin 
at 9:02 after a two-minute pause 
in respect to President Roosevelt, 
who launched the program. Do- 
nors were asked to have clothing 
at the cum in advance of the 
pickup hour. In the event of 
heavy rain it was suggested that 
bundles be held until buglers ac- 
companying the 500 trucks signal 
the approach of the collectors. 


Volunteer union drivers and 
loaders will gather the clothing, 
taking it to warehouses, where it 
will be sorted and prepared for 
shipping. About 1000 men, mem- 
bers of civic clubs, will be sta- 
tioned at the warehouses and 
other vounteers, from the Office 
of Civilian Defense and -the 
American Legion, will patrol the 
streets and see that clothing is 
picked up only by authorized col- 
lectors. Clothing gathered during 
the last two weeks by Catholics 
in the St. Louis Archdiocese, 
which has been stored in parish 
halls, will be transferred to the 
warehouses by the workers mak- 
ing the collection today.

Helps Manufacturers to Get 
Materials in a Scarce 


Market. 

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
The War Production Board today 
responded to criticism from indus- 
try and Congressmen of its recent 
low-priced clothing order by giv- 
ing priority help to 20 more types 
of garments. 

These include cotton’ girdles, 
brassieres and men’s separate 
trousers, the manufacturers of 
which otherwise would have had 
to scramble without Government 
aid for scarce civilian supplies of 
fabrics. 

Otherwise, the order was left 
substantially unchanged, despite 
complaints from the garment 
trade that it wags too restrictive 
and would cause loss of produc- 
tion and umemployment. The or- 
der reserves 65 to 90 per cent of 
the cotton supply and 80 per cent 
of the rayon and wool supplies for 
the manufacture of essential gar- 
ments in the popular price ranges, 
which were disappearing from the 
stores. 

Reporting that civilian fabrics 
will be “seriously short for some 
time after V-E day” and might 
remain so into 1946, Kenneth Mar- 
riner, director of WPB’s textile 
bureau, declared: 

“No half-way measures could 
protect the public in the face of 
this situation.” 

Among the other cotton items 
granted priority help are wom- 
en’s handkerchiefs, slips, corsets, 
foundation garments, bandeaux 
and pajamas; men’s pajamas, sep- 
arate collars and summer suits 
made of seersucker and woven 
cord; boys’ wash suits; quilted 
crib pads; religious vestments and 
nurses’ uniforms. 

In the synthetic textile field, the 
additions include women’s slacks 
and slack suits and men’s suits 
and shirts.

How San Francisco 


Will Feed Delegates

SAN FRANCISCO, April 14. 

N THE theory that the way to a man’s heart is through 
0 his stomach, San Francisco food experts will make every 
effort to give the delegates to the United Nations se- 
curity conference, which opens here April 25, the time of their 
gastronomic lives. In spite 

of wartime inconveniences, 

hotel and restaurant people 

have two goals—to supply 

dishes most agreeable to the 

tastes, customs and religions 

of the various nationalities; 

and at the same time to sell 

the American way of life. 

“How men eat definitely in- 

fluences their judgment as 

well as their digestion,” says 

George Mardikian, San 

Francisco’s famous restau- 

rateur, who is spokesman 

for the conference food 

planners, “Empires can be 

built or destroyed at the 

dinner table, Peace in our 

time can well depend on

“EMPIRES CAN BE DESTROYED cently wired the OPA in 
AT THE DINNER TABLE." Washington, asking for an 
additional 500,000-pound meat allotment. He explained that 
the meat, perhaps Canadian beef, could be held under Govern- 
ment supervision in a local warehouse and drawn out as 
needed by the conference-accredited restaurants. At latest 
report Washington had not been officially heard from, al- 
though it was reported the request had “hit a responsive 
chord” and was being given careful consideration. Meanwhile, 
the San Francisco restaurant industry, pledged to give the 
best service and best meals. to the estimated 800 delegates 
and their staffs, are busy carrying out other phases of the 
Mardikian program. An information bureau is being set up 
through which delegates can find out which restaurants are 
especially equipped to cater to their established tastes. 
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There are more than 15 different types of res- 
taurantse in San Francisco, and more than 200 restau- 
rants. Chinatown itself has 36, serving only Chinese 
food. Wine distributors are reporting large orders from 
hotels and restaurants—particularly champagnes and 
dinner wines. After-dinner liqueurs are getting a good 
play, too. Consulates are stocking up on special liquors. 
The Soviet office is buying up all the vodka it can find. 

It is also particularly food-minded, as the Russian 

Easter, a particularly festive time, will be celebrated 

during the conference. 
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@ FOR THE INDONESIAN DELEGATION and those Hol- 
landers familiar with East Indian food, there will be “rijsttafel,” 
which is a rice foundation with as many as 60 side dishes. 
The type contemplated here is the “nasi goreng,” which is 
fried rice with side dishes of fried chicken and beef, cut in 
small pieces on sticks and dipped in a sauce. This sauce, 
also used in their salads, is called “katjang” and is made of 
peanut butter, garlic, soya sauce, milk and hot chopped 
peppers. A side dish to be spread before the Indonesians will 
be “kroepoek”, an enormous potato chip made of dried shrimp 
and tapioca flour and fried in fat. Indonesians do not eat 
pork, nor do other Moslems who will be here. They do not 
drink hard liquor. . 
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@ THE DUTCH PEOPLE ARE GREAT meat eaters, and 
like a lot of potatoes. Their favorite drink is Bols gin, which 
is now being imported here from South America. There will 
be plenty of it for the delegates. Chinatown has no qualms 
about the eating tastes of its more than 50 delegates. A five- 
acre truck garden, growing only special Chinese vegetables, 
some 10 miles south of San Francisco has a record crop this 
year of Chinese cabbage, bean sprouts, onions, leeks and other 
varieties of American greens. A coveted supply of Chinese 
rice wine, tenderly hoarded since before Pearl Harbor, will 
undoubtedly be brought out of wine cellars for banquet occa- 
sions during the conference,

Getting down to the most practical aspect of con- 
ference food is the job of feeding delegates and work- 
ing press during the actual business sessions. Plans 
for feeding more than 2000 persons a day have been 
made down to the last detail. Taking over all responsi- 
bility for this gargantuan task is the American 
Women’s Voluntary Services. The AWVS will serve a 
buffet lunch to those accredited to the conference 
from 11 a. m. to 2 p. m. five days a week. If there 
are to be night sessions, the organization has promised 
the State Department to provide buffet suppers. 
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@ CONFERENCE SESSIONS WILL BE HELD in the Vet- 
erans Memorial Building which is across the courtyard from 
its twin, the War Memorial Opera House, scene of the plenary 
sessions. Logical spot for serving food is the spacious down- 
stairs bar in the opera house basement, long a favorite with 
thirsty concertgoers. Opening day plans are for a sumptious 
California luncheon with turkey, ham, fruit salads, hot dishes 
and dessert. The rest of the days of the week will be turned 
over to various nationalities. For instance, one day the 
Armenian AWVS members will serve “shish-kebab” as their 
hot dish, another day will honor Italian viands with spaghetti 
and ravioli. No liquor will be served, but there will be cof- 
fee, milk and tea for everyone. Tea will be served from 3 p. m. 
each afternoon in the upstairs bar at the Opera Mouse. This 
will please the many British delegates and others for whom 
tea-drinking is as much of a habit as brushing the teeth.

Gypsy Markoff Staged Musical Comeback After Being Injured in Plane Crash

NEW YORK, April 14. 


YPSY MARKOFF rubbed her 
G hand slowly across a fur- 

rowed brow. About as pretty 
a furrowed brow as you ever 
saw. 

“IT just: came from the doctor,” 
she said. “He had my eye out,” 

“Had your eye out?” I said. 

“Yes,” she said. “They took the 
tear ducts out. I look so miser- 
able because I really went through 
an ordeal, And,” she added tiredly, 
“T have to entertain at the canteen 
tonight.” 

“How far did you say they had 
your eye out?” asked Gypsy’s ac- 
companist, Robert Time, who was 
also present at Gypsy’s modernis- 
tically decorated Fifty-fifth street 
apartment. 

“Oh, about five inches,” Gypsy 
said. “But anyway, I've stopped 
crying. You know,” she said to 
me, “I’ve been crying for two 
years.” 

The operation on Gypsy Mark- 
off’s eye was the lates’ of 17 oper- 
ations which she has undergone 
since that fateful February night 
in 1943 when she and six other 
USO entertainers crashed in the 
Yankee Clipper while making a 
landing at Lisbon. 

Three were killed. Four others 
were injured: Gypsy, Jane Fro- 
man, Jean Lorraine and Grace 
Drysdale. Since then Gypsy has 
spent months in hospital beds, has 
run up a little matter of $30,000 
in doctor and hospital bills and 
has emerged with scars on her 
shoulder, scars on her forehead 
and two paralyzed fingers on her 
left hand. 

In addition to that, she found, 
when she had recovered sufficient- 
ly to pick up her accordion again, 
that her services were no longer 
exactly in demand around Broad- 
way. In fact, she found herself 
getting what is technically known 
as the brush-off, : 

It was then that Gypsy, who 
has been trouping since she was 
14 and who isn’t one to give up, 
did something which astounded 
New York music circles and 
which, it appears, will restore her 
to her old position as one of the 
world’s top night club and res- 
taurant entertainers. 
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staid Town Hall, thereby mak- 

ing history in more ways than 
one. To begin with, it was the 
first time an accordion had ever 
been heard within those sacred 
walls, and in the second place, it 
was the first time anyone had 
ever made money out of a Town 
Hall debut. 

A debut in Town Hall is made 
solely for the musica] prestige. 
It is the launching, so to speak, 
of an artist into the upper stratum 
of the musical world. The artists 
usually sponsor their own con- 
certs, which means they pay the 
bills, and the debit, when all is 
over, may run from $500 to $1000. 

Gypsy’s demonstration was a 
success artistically as well as 
financially, She cleared $600. And 
even with two paralyzed fingers, 
she went through a program of 
gypsy music, Beethoven, boogie- 
woogie, Rimsky-Korsakoff and 
Johann Strauss which brought 
forth cheers from the audience. 

And the press notices the next 
day were more than gratifying. 
Take the New York Times, for in- 
stance: “Her technique was gure 
and brilliant, as was to be ob- 
served particularly in  Lizst’s 
Second Hungarian Rhapsody for 
the piano, in the Chopin C Sharp 
Minor Waltz, in a Rumanian folk 
melody, which brought forth 
cheers, and indeed through. the 
program, And giving a sound bass 
to bravura playing on the accor- 
dion with two fingers paralyzed 
is an achievement.” 

“I turned Town Hall into a 
night club,” Gypsy told me. “The 
old fogies couldn’t take it. They 
probably never will forgive me.

It was the first time Town Hall 
ever heard Jaughter.” 

But even though she brought 
laughter and boogie-woogie to 
Town Hall, Gypsy still had to 
make one compromise with tradi- 
tion before she could appear on 
the stage. The management 
balked at her usual costume, a 
typical gypsy attire with a lot of 
spangies, so she appeared in a 
simple, modest, marquisette dress. 

As a result of her success, Gypsy 
is now negotiating for a concert 
tour in which she will take a 
small company through a tour of 
the East and Middle West. She 
may be $30,000 in debt, but the 
future looks brighter. ’ 

The last operation Gypsy’s 
eyes was to remove the tear ducts 
which had been affected by an in- 
jury to the optic nerve. It left 
her with little control over her 
tear glands, as a result of which, 
as she put it, she has been crying 
for two years. 

“In the hospital,” she said, “I 
had the room right next to Mr. 
J. B. Powell, you know, the Mis- 
souri editor who lost both feet 
while he was a prisoner of the 
Japanese. He’s a wonderful man. 
He used to wheel himself into my 
room to visit with me. And when 
he would hear me yow! after one 


of my operations, he would bring | 


me potted plants. We used to sit 
in the garden together. 

“He knew my father, you know 
—yes—Many years ago when my 
father used to play in Shanghai. 
aoe funny we should meet like we 


It was strange, but not out of 
keeping with Gypsy’s whole life, 
which has been anything but con- 
ventional. 

Her father was a Russian gypsy 
and her mother was an Egyptian. 
Gypsy herself was born, of all 
places, in Milwaukee. Her father, 
Alexander Markoff, was a violin- 
ist and had a small gypsy band. 
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They happened to be appearing in 
Milwaukee when Gypsy was born. 
Three months later they were in 
China. 

Gypsy got part of her education 
in China, part of it in a convent 
outside of France near Juan La 
Pence, which is also near Monte 
Carlo. When she was 10 years 
old, her father died. Two years 
later, her mother died. 
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YPSY came to Chicago to live 

with an aunt, and a year later 

her aunt died. Gypsy, then 13, 
went to live with some friends, took 
six lessons on the accordion, and 
got a job in a speakeasy. A year 
later she decided to come to New 
York. 

“I knew that was the place to 
come,” she said. “I didn’t know 
just what I was going to do, but 
on the train I got acquainted with 
a man who turned out to be Phil 
Baker’s attorney. He introduced 
me to Phil, who helped me get 
started. 

“Then someone got hold of me 
~—the SPCA or something—be- 
cause I was too young. So a band 
leader I knew signed guardian- 
ship papers for me, and I played 
with his band until I was 16. Then 
I went on my own.” 

So, at the tender age of 16, 
Gypsy began touring France, 
Spain and Germany, playing the 
accordion. She was in Spain when 
the revolution broke out. ae 
almost got shot before I could get 
out and get to Paris.” 

She came back to the United 
States in 1935 and started playing 
at the Waldorf. She remained in 
New York for a year, then trav- 
eled back and forth between Eu- 
rope and the States until 1941. She 
was getting ready to go to China 
when the Japs attacked Pearl 
Harbor. 

Gypsy was one of the first to 
sign up for USO work, and 
Started playing for the boys 


around San Francisco.

Although

Gypsy is a small girl, and one 
is inclined to be amazed at the 
masterful manner in which she 
handles her 30-pound accordion, 
She has very dark hair and eyes, 
and a faint trace of an accent 
which lends charm to her speech, 

She is friendly, but one gets the 
impression that she has built a 
wall around a private little world 
of her own, a wall which no one 
is allowed to penetrate, 

“All my life,” she said, “I 
have traveled with two Siamese 
cats, Michele and Boris. Boris I 
had to give away. It was too diffi- 
cult to travel with two of them. 
Michele died three months ago, of 
old age. He was 12 years old.” 

On her bleached mahogany 
Piano are two china statuettes— 
Siamese cats. 

“It has been reported that you 
prefer cats to men,” I said. “Do 
you?” 

“Yes,” she said. Then after a 
pause, “I have nothing against 
men, It’s just that I never had 
time.

EW motion-picture actors can claim popularity with both sides 
F of the cinema audience. Many a lean and wistful matinee Apollo 

evokes the sighs and tears of the gentler sex, but drives strong 
men out into the lobby for a handful of cigarettes. 

Many a tired business man and 
housewife have fought their way 
home from the “movies” over the 
question of the leading man. No 
phenomenon is too rare for Holly- 
wood to possess, however, and 
there are a few male stars who 
command a family’s unanimous 
applause. Spencer Tracy, the smil- 
ing Irishman of the Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer lot, is one of these. 

Tracy took the well trodden path 
to Hollywood; the leading role in 
“The Last Mile’ on Broadway won 
him a film contract, and for the 
last 15 years he has been a lead- 
ing motion-picture favorite among 
both men and women. His bland, 
unaffected screen personality 
combined with real acting ability 
and a set of uneven though pleas- 
ing features have absolved him 
from the “pretty-boy” stigma. 

Like Jean Gabin, the French ACTOR MISSES A_ LOT IN 
star, he‘has a thick crop of pre- HOLLYWOOD. 
maturely gray hair which photograps blond, and, as he says, he has 
“so far avoided appearing in Technicolor.” 
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@ THE TRACY CAREER HAS INCLUDED all the symbols of suc- 
cess, among them an Academy Award for his unforgettable portrayal 
of Manuel, the Portuguese fisherman, in “Captains Courageous,” and 
another for his role in “Boys’ Town.” 

Most popularity polls have placed him among the top 10 stars. 
Katharine Hepburn has been the co-star of his most recent hits, the 
latest of which is the current “Without Love.” Even the most distin- 
guished careers have their off moments, however, and Tracy admits 
to having two thorns in his crown of laurels. One of them has been 
his continued separation from his first love, the stage. 

“Let’s not kid ourselves,” he said, when the subject of film acting 
was raised. ‘“‘The actor misses a lot in Hollywood. I saw “The Glass 
Menagerie’ the other night. Laurette Taylor came out onto that 
stage and did a wonderful thing—I can’t describe it exactly—did some- 
thing that every actor should envy and admire. Many of the top 
film personalities should be taken by the scruff of the neck and made 
to watch that performance. 
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“Laurette created a beautiful illusion and sustained it be- 
fore a live audience. The actor doesn’t get a chance to do 
that in Hollywood. You come to work in the morning, find 
out what your lines are for the day, say two or three sen- 
tences before a camera and then go home to dinner, 

“You can shoot 7000 takes and assemble a picture out of 
the few that turn out right. You can’t do what Laurette does, 
or what Oscar Homolka does in ‘I Remember Mama,’ or what 
Leo G. Carroll does in ‘The Late George Apley.’

Tracy grinned. “I hope to get a play within the next few years,” 
he continued. “I'll be as rusty as they come, but I'll get the script 
and the actors and hide out in theaters far away from Broadway 
until I get back in shape.” 


Tracy’s second cardinal error has nothing to do with his profes- 
sional life. He loves boats and the water, and he once owned a 45- 
foot ketch, which he later sold. When asked why he parted with this 
perfect craft, he answered: “That was a real, honest-to-goodness 
bloomer,” and then he looked around furtively, making sure no one 
was within hearing. 


“T sold it because I thought I wanted a bigger boat—imagine!” he 
said, shaking his head. A few months ago I tried to buy her back. I 
wrote to her present owner, who’s fighting in Italy. He wrote back: 
‘I don’t blame you for wanting the boat, but what in the hell do you 
think I’m fighting for? She’s anchored in the bay, all ready for me 
when I come back. I don’t want to sell her to you, and what’s more 
~—don’t go anywhere near her!’” 
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Tracy's steady popularity has never depended upon the 
“fad” or “idol” appeal that attracts large organized groups of 
youngsters, and yet he has always had a large complement of 
followers in the lower age groups. He doesn’t pretend to be a 
Frank Sinatra—his parts are all outlined with a mature re- 
serve. He is about as old as the twentieth century and is 
perfectly willing to admit it. 
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@ HE HAS LATELY TAKEN TO playing soft-spoken but intelligent 
newspapermen, especially in his pictures with Miss Hepburn. He 
wants to continue his string of Fourth Estate portrayals with a pic- 
ture based on Paul Gallico’s “Cosmopolitan” stories about Hiram 
Holliday, the copy reader who wages an underground war with the 
Nazis in Europe, but so far M.-G.-M. hasn't been able to buy the 
stories for him. 


The actor considers the Tracy-Hepburn combination a fortunate 
coalition, but he doesn’t regard it as a continuing team. The two 
stars enjoy working together and will do so again if they are pre 
sented with a suitable script, but there is no “must” about it. 

When asked how he liked working with Miss Hepburn, Tracy an- 
swered: “I have nothing but admiration for her—she is a very smart 
actress, and she’s always willing to give the other fellow a break.” 

He thought it over for a moment. “Playing with Hepburn is a lot 
of fun,” he continued, and then he smiled. “It’s sort of like play- 
ing Papa in ‘I Remember Mama.’”’

Poor posture, in 90 per cent of 
the cases, is due to negligence—a 
weak will and weak spine. The 
other 10 per cent cannot help poor 
posture for they have had the mis- 
fortune of poor health, an acci- 
dent or an unavoidable deformity. 


A poor posture invites a double 
chin, a dowager’s hump, slumped 
bustline, a prominent stomach, a 
lethargy and minor physical ail- 
ments, such as indigestion and 
constipation, A very bad posture 
can cause foot deformities and 
leg and foot pains, 


If you have a double chin—or 
the beginning of one—take inven- 
tory of yourself. You are either 
overweight or your posture is very 
poor. You might be working in 
poor posture—with your chest 
drooping and your head held too 
bent.

But we have refused to project 
that internal “blood brotherhood” 
into effective psychological rela- 
tionships, hence, our wars every 
generation. 

In futile fashion we thus spill 
the blood of millions of fine 
young men every 25 or 3 years 
simply because we bullheadedly 
refuse to acknowledge that God 
made us blood brothers under the 
skin and expected us to use our 
brains to keep up that kinship in 
our economic and social relation- 
ships. 


Politicians will not give us a 
solution to race problems for 
they too frequently become very 
“brotherhood of mannish” only 
just before election day, and 
then forget the subject till four 
years later. 
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THE CHURCHES WITH their 
teaching of the Golden Rule are 
the main hope of peace and real 
international brotherhood, but 
here in America 65 million Ameri- 
cans are doing nothing to help 
the churches promote racial toler- 
ance and thus outlaw war. 

Thousands of parents, with sons 
in the armed forces, are non-church 
folks. They are indirectly respon- 
sible for the war, therefore, since 
they lived aloof from the only 
agency that had a chance of stop- 
ping these perennial 25-year world 
conflagrations.

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Johnny's Victory at the Polls

LONSDALE, Ark., April 14. 


HE Arkansas traveler who 

comes to Ten Mile Creek by 

gravel road knows that he is 
in Lonsdale when he crosses the 
bridge, for there’s a sign at the 
city limits which names it and 
adds, with admirable optimism, 
“Population—increasing.” — 


For five years the sign has 
stood there, bravely speaking its 
faith in the face of adverse facts. 
Now it speak with new meaning, 
for new life has come to Lonsdale 
and increase of population will 
follow in due course. That, at 
least,.is the purpose of Johnny 
Lonsdale, who put the sign there 
five years ago. He is Mayor now 
of the town that bears his name. 
He is all set to make it hum and 
belatedly justify the faith of the 
late John G, Lonsdale Sr., St. 
Louis banker and railroad man, 
who founded it. 


Lonsdale, the place, has long 
had a fame only partly imparted 
by the distinction of its founder, 
for its boast has been that it is 
the smallest incorporated town in 
Arkansas and perhaps the small- 
est in the country, with the mod- 
ern improvements that many 
larger towns lack. Its importance 
was enhanced when, a few days 
ago, an election was held here, 
with John G. Lonsdale Jr. run- 
ning for Mayor against George 
Steely, who had held the office 
since 1933 and was willing to tak 
another term. 


The campaign was hot and the 
vote was close, Lonsdale going in 
and Steely going out. Johnny 
Lonsdale accepts his victory as a 
mandate from the people to make 
that sign at the city limits mean 
something. He promises that the 
town, founded with high hopes by 
his father, shall live valiantly 
again and fittingly honor the fam- 
ily whose name it bears. 

John G. Lonsdale Sr. was a 
young man when, in the ‘90s, he 
rode horseback through the hills 
setting the stakes for a railroad 
from Little Rock to Hot Springs. 
He came one day to Ten Mile 
Creek and a cove, hard by where 


a great spring flowed, and named 
it Peaceful Valley. This would be 
his haven, he told himself, when 
the cares of life o’ertook him. 
. 2 & 

T was not an idle dream. When 
| the road had been built and a 

timber camp had sprung up on 
Ten Mile Creek, the man who had 
found Peaceful Valley bought 1200 
acres in and around it so that he 
could call it his own. Deep in the 
cove where the great spring 
flowed he built a cabin, out of 
sight of the railroad and out of 


hearing of the sawmill’s whine, , 


out of the world. All in good time 
there would be a fine home wheré 
the cabin stood and there he would 
abide when his day’s work was 
done. 

There was much timber along 
Ten Mile and the timber camp 
grew into a town. There was a 
forma] founding in 1900 and Lons- 
dale was happy to be called its 
founder and proud to have it 
named after him. After that he 
looked upon it as, in a sense, his 
town, and he did for it everything 
that benevolence and_= goodwill 
could suggest. All the time that 
he could spare from his important 
duties he spent there, safeguard- 
ing his seclusion by having no tel- 
ephone at the cabin in the cove. 

The town grew until, some say, 
the population was as much as 
700 or 800. It was incorporated in 
1913. From time to time came pub- 
lic improvements, teleghones, elec- 
tric lights, waterworks. Lonsdale 
contributed liberally toward the 
cost of these installations. He had 
plans for paving the gravel road 
that led through the valley, and 
there was to be a sewer system. 

The contentment that the bank- 
er had found in Peaceful Valley 
was deepened by the discovery 
that his son had found the same 
satisfaction. He spoke about it at 
a meeting of the Business Men's 
Club that he had formed on the 
occasion of his presentation of a 
gift of $2200 toward the cost of 
the waterworks. He gave the 
money, he said, as a tribute to his 
son, who had made him happy by 
making Arkansas his home. 

It was pride in his son that had 
prompted Lonsdale six years ago 
to send him on a one-man good- 
will tour of the United States. 
It was Junior’s idea. At the Flori- 
da college where the young man 
graduated he had been kidded a 
good deal by other students about 
Arkansas. They called it a hillbilly 
state. It made him mad. He want- 
ed to do something to show the 


world that Arkansas was no long- 
er that kind of a state. His idea 
was to go to every state in the 
Union as a flaming champion of 
the state that he had chosen as 
his home. He spoke to Gov. Carl 
Baily about it. The Governor ap- 
pointed him Goodwill Ambassador. 
His father gave him an order for 
a specially built big red car. It 
bore a shiny plate bearing the leg- 
end: “Goodwill Ambassador.”

OUNG Lonsdule toured the 

country under the slogan “Bob 

Burns Be Doggoned,” calling on 
all the Governors and presenting 
to each a 10-gallon hat. He sang 
the praises of Arkansas and 
spread the tidings that there were 
no Grandpa Snazzies there. It was 
a common practice in Arkansas, 
he said, for the best people to 
wear shoes. As publicity for the 
state it was a knockout. ee 
e It was fun, too, for the person- 
able young man in the big red 
car. He was greeted everywhere 
by the great and given the kéys 
of the capital cities. Not that 
Johnny was spoiled by such atten- 
tions. He had known greatness 
before. Since he was 16 years old 
he had been chief of police of the 
city of Lonsdale, on Ten Mile 
Creek. Underehis appointment by 
the then’ mayor of Lonsdale he 
Was privileged to wear a star and

have a siren on his car, which 
latter enabled him to disregard 
the speed law of Lonsdale and get 
free parking when he went to 
Little Rock or Hot Springs. So 
life was not altogether dull for 
him after he returned from his 
goodwill tour. 

Another thing that the senior 
Lonsdale did for his son, after 
graduation, was to turn over to 
him $40,000 in bank stocks which 
he was to do with as he pleased. 
It pleased Johnny to sell the stock 
and use the money to build a com- 
munity house at the lower end of 
Peaceful Valley at the edge of the 
town. It is not unlikely that Bank- 
er Lonsdale viewed the enterprise 
with some misgivings, but if the 
boy wanted a community house he 
Maybe it wouldn’t 
be good business but it would be 
a fine flourish for the town of 
Lonsdale and the founder was glad 
that his son was sufficiently in- 
terested to make it. 


x * * 


HEN it came to putting up a 
W community house, young 
. Lonsdale didn’t do a half-way 
job. It was the last word in such 
things and had everything that 
one would expect to find in a big 
city—convention and theater fa- 
cilities, an auditorium with a ca- 
pacity of 1500, courts for indoor 
sports, the best of motion picture 
equipment. He called it Colony 
House. When it was finished 
there was a dedication that just 
about dwarfed anything that had 
ever happened in Arkansas, 

It was a three-day affair which 
started on the Fourth of July. It 
was a frontier show in honor of 
the pioneers. All the men wore 
whiskers. The women wore bustles 
and bonnets. Cowboys rode in 
the parade and shot up the town 
with their sixguns. At their head 
rode young Lonsdale in beard and 
regalia. Special trains came, one 
from St. Louis with John G. Lons- 
dale Sr. as its most important pas- 
senger. The populace greeted him 
at the depot. With a bandanna 
around his neck he joined happily 
in the celebration. 

There were thousands at the 
celebration and Colony House was 
off to a good start. But after the 
visitors had gone it began to be 
apparent that Colony House was 
too big for its constituency. The 
simple fact was that there were 
not enough people here in the hills 
to utilize what the community 
center had to offer. What was 
needed was a bigger and better 
Lonsdale. 

John G. Jr., billed as sole owner 
and manager, had hopes that Col- 
ony House would build up/ the 
town. The sign that he put /up at 
the city limits, “Populatidn—in- 
creasing,” was the expresgion of 
those hopes, Instead, however, the 
population went on decreasing, for

the timber had been cleared out 
and there was nothing to take its 
place. 

Banker Lonsdale _ probably 
looked upon Colony House as a 
flop, but he grinned it off. It was 
enough that the boy liked it and 
was happy with it. As a business 
proposition. it wouldn’t pay out, 
but as an expression of the 
family’s good will to the commu- 
nity it was worth while, So Father 
Lonsdale stood by while son Lons- 
dale had a good time with his big 
playhouse, 


The boy was having a _ good 
time, all right, with the playhouse, 
his chief of police badge and the 
siren on his car. Sometimes he 
was called the playboy of Peace- 
ful Valley. 


To John G. Lonsdale Sr. was 
denied the boon of spending his 
last days tranquilly in Peaceful 
Valley. He suffered a heart stroke 
and died June 16, 1943, at a Hot 
Springs hospital. Mindful:of the 
needs of others for peaceful val- 
leys, his will provided that if his 
son has no descendants, the house 
in Peaceful Valley and 80 acres 
surrounding it shall go to the Sis- 
ters of Mercy for a house of re- 
treat. 

The son was left well provided 
for under a trust fund which en- 
abled him to keep up Colony 
House, but he was not content 
with keeping it up. He wanted it 
to serve the community as he had 
intended when it was built. Cer- 
tain things needed to be done, 
The town should have industries. 
People should be encouraged to 
come and live here. But, he com- 
plained, he couldn't get any co- 
operation. 

The younger and more aggres- 
sive element had moved away. 
Those who remained were the old 


folks who were content to let 
things drift. The 11. acres that 
Lonsdale Sr. had donated for a 
factory site was not occupied. The 
leadership of Johnny Lonsdale, 
owner of Colony House and Chief 
of Police, was not fully accepted. 
Some of fhe older folks called 
him too damn bossy. 
x* «xk * 
HE business men’s club started 
T by his father had died. The gar- 
den club started by Mrs Lons- 
dale had as good as died. 

The town was at a standstill 
that was the fact of the matter. 
What it needed was a shot in the 
arm. What it needed was a new 
mayor. But who? Why, Johnny 
Lonsdale, of course. No use to 
look any farther. 

So Johnny announced himself 
as a candidate for Mayor against 
George Steely, the perpetual can- 
didate. Johnny’s platform was in- 
dustries, increased population, an 
audit of the books, a bigger and 
better Lonsdale. Steely stood on 
his record, Hadn’t he, as Mayor 


and ex-officio Water Commission- 
er, kept the pump running, all for 
the single salary of nothing a 
year? Well— 


Lonsdale, with an astuteness 
hardly to be expected in a poli- 
tician only 30 years old, got Mrs. 
Valeria Tarvin, daughter of 
Mayor Steely, to be his campaign 
manager. Her case against Dad 
was that he had been a good 
mayor but it was time for a 
change. Toward the close of the 
campaign there was a lot of elec- 
tioneering. Lonsdale had three 
headquarters, one at Colony 
House, one at Home Plate Hotel 
and one at the home of Mrs. Tar- 
vin on the hill, where he takes 
his meals. Somebody slipped a 
fast one over on Lonsdale by 
starting a rumor that if he was 
elected there would be a stock 
law and cows and pigs would be 
excluded from the public domain. 
Lonsdale was not inclined to take 
it seriously, but Mrs. Tarvin said 
it was loaded with dynamite and 
something would have to be done 
about it. So Johnny posted a 
notice at the hotel advising that 
the electorate had been misin- 
formed about his intentions in 
that regard. His position on the 
stock law was that one might be 
needed some time in the future, 
when the town was bigger, but 


not now. 
J no illusions, It wasn’t going to 

be an easy election to win, Out 
of the population of 119 at the last 
census, somewhat less now, only 34 
had paid the poll tax and could 
vote, but six of them were away 
working in defense plants. That 
left 25. On the day before the 
election Johnny could count for 
sure on only 12 votes. The hope 
was that the big rally the night 
before the election would shake 
some of the fence sitters off on 
the right side. 

The rally was held in front of 
the Home Plate Hotel. Lavish was 
the name for it. No expense was 
spared by Johnny. There were 270 
barbecued pork sandwiches, a bar- 
rel of lemonade, cookies, ice 
cream, candy, chewing gum, Eas- 
ter eggs left from a rained-out 
hunt, cigars and cigarettes, free 
to all, regardless of affiliations. 
The speaker’s stand was on the 
porch. Postmaster Cal Williams 
was chairman. Several citizens 
spoke. They bore down on the 
fact that the population hadn’t in- 
creased any since Steely came in 
as mayor. They were all for 
Johnny. 


Mayor Steely, who had been 
hanging back, sitting with some 
of his friends and supporters on 
the porch of Reb Elliott’s store, 
across the street, was invited to 
speak. He said that when he took

office there was $27 in the treas- 
ury. Now there was more than 
$1000, from the sale of gravel out 
of the creek and from payments 
for utility services. He was for 
keeping it until the boys came 
back from the war, so that they 
could have something to say about 
how it should be spent. Johnny 
made the longest speech and 
wound up by inviting everybody 
to come to Colony House for a 
roller skating party. 
x «ik 

HE election was peaceful but 
T tense. The poll was at the Home 

Plate Hotel. Voting began at 2 
p.m, There was a good deal of 
last-minute electionegring, most- 
ly by Campaign Manager Tarvin, 
who scurried around in Lons- 
dale’s big car. “It’s time for a 
change” she told the voters, 

Lonsdale, getting reports at Col- 
ony House, was not too confident. 
The old timers were against him, 
he knew that. The old ways were 
good enough for them. They 
didn’t know what was good for 
them. Look at all the things his 
father did for the town. It didn’t 
live up to its privileges. 

Take the hose reel that he 
bought. Two years ago when Joe 
Levil’s house caught fire nobody 
knew where the hose was, It was 
finally located in the pump house, 
but the door was locked and no- 
body had a key. They had to 
break down the door and by that 
time Joe's house was as good as 
gone. If a fire would break out 
now it would take four days to 
find the damn hose. One of the 
first things he would do, if elect- 
ed, would be to organize a volun- 
teer fire department, He would 
put up a fire house on the hill, so 
that the firemen could get a run- 
ning start in: either direction. 

He would name C. A. Jackson 
as acting mayor and chief of po- 
lice, to serve while he was away 
looking for industries—a concrete 
plant, a pulp mill, maybe a coffin 
factory. What the town needed 
most was an increase of popula- 
tion. He had a plan for that. He 
would give away town lots to re- 
turning veterans on condition that 
they would build homes within a 
year. 

“This town was named after my 
Dad,” he said, “and I'll spend all 
that I’ve got to see that it’s run 
right. I want to carry on where 
my Dad left off. That is what he 
would want me to do.” 

Down at the hotel it was nip 
and tuck. Every man and wom- 
an in the town who had paid the 
poll tax voted. The count showed 
15 for Johnny Lonsdale and prog- 
ress against 13 for the status quo.

S a further tribute to the memory of President Roosevelt, the 
schedules of St. Louis radio stations will be materially changed 
today from the usual listings. 


Network and local programs 


that are not canceled to make room for special broadcasts attuned 
to the mood of his burial day will be modified to conform to it.

How Stations Have 
Changed Programs 


ADIO in St. Louis went on a 
R non-commercial basis imme- 

diately after the announce- 
ment of President Roosevelt's 
death. KSD eliminated advertis- 
ing Thursday evening, Friday and 
Saturday, and will do so today. It 
has devoted many hours of broad- 
casting to Mr. Roosevelt's career, 
the part he played in national] and 
international affairs, his leader- 
ship in the war-and in preparing 
for peace. It has carried a wide 
variety of special programs, com- 
ment, interpretative broadcasts 
and appropriate music, And the 
many NBC network programs 
that it has broadcast also have 
done away with advertising. 


KWK has had no local com- 
mercial programs or announce- 
ments sirke the President's death, 
and its Mutual network programs 
have been set up on the same 
basis. Special programs, news, 
comment and music suited to the 
solemnity of the occasion have 
been scheduled. 


KMOX discontinued all local 
and network commercial shows on 
receiving the news of the Presi- 
dent's death, and has since per- 
mitted no advertising on its news- 
casts. Most of its time has been 
given to CBS network news and 
comment and programs from its 
own studios such as a biographi- 
ca] history of Mr. Roosevelt, pray- 
ers and religious music. 


KXOK also has eliminated com- 
mercial broadcasts. Besides 
Blue net programs, it has carried 
a statement and address by Gov. 
Donnelly of iMssouri, a telephone 
interview with Gov. Green of IIli- 
nois, addresses by St. Louis re- 
ligious leaders, a half-hour given 
over to excerpts from the Presi- 
dent's speeches and other broad- 
casts. 


WEW has 
programs, eliminating commer- 
cials from its newscasts and 
holding others to institutional ad- 
vertising. It has canceled all 
Gance, comedy and variety pro- 
grams from Thursday night 
through today, limiting its sched- 
ules today to concert, symphonic, 
operatic, choral and news broad- 
casts and its regular Sunday 
morning church services. WEW’s 
Sacred Heart Hour, conducted by 
t%e Rev. Eugene P. Murphy, 8. J., 
has been dedicated to the mem- 
ory of Mr. Roosevelt at 7:45 a. m. 
and 7:15 p. m. since Thursday 
evening. 


WIL eliminated commercia] ad- 
vertising from 6:30 Thursday eve- 
ning through yesterday, and may 
do so today. It dropped all jazz 
and variety shows, restricting pro- 
grams to light classical and semi- 
religious music and news. WIL 
will carry its regular religious 
services today, 


KFUO has dedicated a number 
of its programs to the memory of 
Mr. Roosevelt, and will do s0 
again today. At 9:30 Friday morn- 
ing, KFUO broadcast a special 
service in which the faculty and 
student body of Concordia Semi- 
nary took part with an address of 
tribute to President Roosevelt by 
Dr. Martin S. Sommer.

There is more similarity than meets the eye 
between the flop, “Battle of Angels,” and the go, “The Glass 
Menagerie.” Both plays came out of the blacks and the 
glooms of the tragedy-laden 1930s. Both plays came out of 
the consciousness of a man who was doing his emotional, 
mental, and spiritual growing up in those days, “Battle of 
Angels” was, as one critic put it, a play about “a half-wit 
living a defensive life against predatory women.” The chief 
character in “The Glass Menagerie,” a poverty-stricken lad 
named Tom living with his family, which consists of a nagging 
mother and a strange-minded crippled sister, in an alley in 
St. Louis, also leads what you might call a “defensive” life. 
The mother is a nagger because she’s haunted by a nightmare 
of dying and leaving her thoroughly unworldly and defenseless 
daughter without support. Tom, who dreams dreams that have 
nothing to do with his mother and sister, and their insoluble 
problem, keeps going off every night to the movies to get away 
from bitter feminine recriminations.

“THE GLASS MENAGERIE,” after 10 years or more of a 
playwright’s struggle with the tools of his trade, is Williams 
approaching his best. “Battle of Angels,” while it had much 
merit, was a play mostly of promise, Promise, with less per- 
severing and visioned men, is too often a word with which the 
pavements of a writer's hell are paved. Between the history of 
Williams’ two plays may be found the signs by which you may 
be sure that “The Giass Menagerie” was no fluke, but a to be 
expected development in the career of a writer who'll contrib- 
ute a goodly share of the things to be said on our stage.

In the following recipe we even 
skip the butter or margarine and 
use the soy bean oil in which the 
tuna is packed to make the thick 
white sauce.

billions. Already 36,000 claims 
have been filed asking $3,500,000,- 
000 in tax refunds. Many corpora- 
tions thus applying are now at 
work on big war contracts. But 
since there are wide differences 
of opinion over what the law 
means, certhin other large cor- 
porations say they won't apply. 
Differences concern section 722 
of the internal revenue code, 
which cites broad conditions under 
which companies may ask for re- 
funds. This is entirely separate 
from the 10 per cent automatic re- 
fund payable after the war. 
Section 722 has the tax world in 
a tizzy because, among other 
things, it permits a refund if a 
corporation’s profits in the “nor- 
mal” base period of 1936-1939 were 
reduced because of “temporary 
economic circumstances” or be- 
cause an industry in question had 
“a profits cycle differing mate- 
rially in length and amplitude 
from the general business cycle.” 
Nobody is sure what such pro- 
visions actually mean. Companies 
are paying tax experts large re- 
tainer fees to interpret them. 
Some government officials are 
tearing their hair. 
Eventually section 722 may be 
thrown back into the lap of Con- 
gress, which made it law. 


“We Pause Now” — When the 
Army sends recordings of popular

A few advertisers apparently 
are fearful that returning soldiers 
will spearhead a demand for en- 
tirely non-commercial radio.

ences with the White House over 
food policies. 

Frank Hancock, former ‘North 
Carolina Congressman and now 
president of the CCC. 

Selection of Hutson was forecast 
By the Associated Press several 
months ago. He appears to have 
the inside track, although Jones 
has been reported as urging ap- 
pointment of Hancock. 


The Highest Tribunal—There’s 
a good chance, apparently, that 
Justice Roberts -will retire when 
the present Supreme Court term 
ends. He will be 70, eligible for 
retirement, on May 2. 

One possible successor being 
talked about is Judge John J. 
Parker of the Fourth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. He was once 
G. O. P. candidate for Governor 
of South Carolina. The Senate 
turned him down when President 
Hoover nominated him for the 
Supreme Court in 1930. But a 
number of his dissenting opinions 
in the Circuit Court have become 
bases for majority opinions of the 
Supreme Court.

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HE Soviet Union's announcement to Japan that it 

would not renew the five-year neutrality pact 

signed by the two nations April 19, 1941, has 
focussed world-wide attention on the Far Eastern 
frontier where heavy concentrations of Soviet troops 
in Siberia, Jap troops in Manchuria, face each other 
over a border more than 2000 miles long. Technically, 
the pact has still a year to go—to April 25, 1946. But 
in the renunciation, the Soviet Government declared 
Japan helped Germany in war on Russia, and 
therefore the pact “has lost its meaning.” 

Map above shows the Russian-Japanese border 
area, scene during the past decade of numerous 
border “incidents,” at least two of which reached the 
proportions of undeclared war. Manchuria, occupied 
by Japan in 1931, is enclosed on the north along half 
of its border by Siberia and the People’s Republic of 
Outer Mongolia, a sovietized nation closely allied 
to Russia. Japs have pushed into Inner Mongolia, 
a Chinese dependency, thereby appreciably increas- 
ing the frontier. In addition Japs hold southern half 
of Sakhalin Island, Russians northern half.
